Executive Vice President of Administration and Facilities 


Don MacLachlan is in his 24th season with the Titans and his 17th as 
Executive Vice President in 2014. He is responsible for nearly all of the non- 
football operations with the organization, including marketing, corporate 
sales, ticketing, community relations and broadcasting. He is also president 
of Tennessee Titans Entertainment, Inc. and oversees LP Field and Saint 
Thomas Sports Park. 

He plays an integral role in securing team sponsorships and corporate 
relationships, while interfacing with the Titans’ radio and broadcasting part- 
ners. MacLachlan’s efforts have created an excitement surrounding the 
team, built a fun and festive experience for fans at home games, and linked 
the organization with the greater Nashville community and the entire Mid- 
South region on a number of different levels. 

In 2012, he was instrumental in coordinating the $26 million in upgrades 
for LP Field, including new video boards, ribbon boards, sound system, 
elevators for the upper deck and new fan gathering areas. 

MacLachlan’s labors helped launch a successful campaign in 1999 that 
increased the team’s recognition throughout the region. Under his leader- 
ship, the club has sold out a franchise-record 154 consecutive home games 
(through 2013). For the 15th consecutive season in 2013, the team drew 
over 500,000 fans, a mark that was never touched for the franchise’s first 
39 years. The team’s radio network is comprised of over 50 stations in the 
Mid-South and ranks as one of the largest in the league. In addition, Ma- 
cLachlan helped oversee the club’s move to Nashville in 1997. 

The Detroit, Mich., native started his tenure with the Houston Oilers in 
March 1991, as Vice President of Marketing and Broadcasting. He was el-

Ruston Webster is in his third season as general manager after being 
elevated to the role on Jan. 18, 2012. The previous two seasons he served 
as the team’s vice president of player personnel. 

This past offseason saw noteworthy changes in the organization. Web- 
ster’s leadership was significant in spearheading a coaching search that led 
to the hiring of Ken Whisenhunt. A number of key veterans were added to 
the roster through free agency, including RB Dexter McCluster, LB Wesley 
Woodyard, LB Shaun Phillips and T Michael Oher; and the draft brought 
building block players like T Taylor Lewan and RB Bishop Sankey. 

The 2013 offseason he oversaw a free agency period that brought vet- 
eran talent and leadership to an already talented, but young roster. A total 
of 17 free agents were added to the roster to boost competition and add to 
the depth of the roster, including G Andy Levitre, RB Shonn Greene, DT 
Sammie Hill, TE Delanie Walker, QB Ryan Fitzpatrick, S Bernard Pollard, 
S George Wilson, DL Ropati Pitoitua and LB Moise Fokou. Each of these 
veteran players played significant roles for the 2013 team. In the draft he 
continued to reshape the roster as the offensive line was bolstered with 
Chance Warmack and Brian Schwenke and the team also added playmaker 
WR Justin Hunter. 

In his first offseason as general manager, Webster addressed several 
areas of the team through free agency, the NFL Draft and building continu- 
ity with long-term deals for core players. During the free agency period, 
the team added seven-time Pro Bowl G Steve Hutchinson and DE/LB Ka- 
merion Wimbley. Speed and athleticism were added to the roster with the 
first-round selection of WR Kendall Wright and throughout the remainder of 
the draft. Prior to free agency opening in March, TE Craig Stevens signed 
a long-term deal and over the summer S Michael Griffin and CB Jason Mc- 
Courty also signed extensions. 

Prior to his arrival in Tennessee in 2010, Webster gained 22 years of 
personnel experience split between the Seattle Seahawks and the Tampa 
Bay Buccaneers. In his four years in Seattle, Webster was the vice presi- 
dent of player personnel and oversaw the day-to-day management of the 
pro personnel and college scouting departments. Upon the departure of Tim 
Ruskell in December 2009, Webster was named interim general manager 
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evated to Senior Vice President in 1994 and 
was promoted to Executive Vice President 
of Marketing, Broadcasting and Ticketing in 
1997. MacLachlan oversaw marketing, me- 
dia, community relations and the ticket office 
while in Houston. He also served as the li- 
aison between both the radio and television 
rights-holders. MacLachlan administered off 
the field operations in both Memphis and 
Nashville during the club’s first season in 
Tennessee in 1997. 

MacLachlan began his career in 1978 in 
the athletic department at Northwestern Uni- 
versity, where he worked for 13 years. He 
first served as both Assistant Sports Information Director and Golf Coach. 
In 1981, MacLachlan was named Athletic Ticket Manager, and he was pro- 
moted to Assistant Athletic Director in 1985. MacLachlan was promoted to 
Associate Athletic Director in 1988 and remained in that role until joining the 
Oilers. 

MacLachlan currently serves on the board for the Music City Bowl, 
Nashville Community Foundation, Nashville Convention and Visitors Bu- 
reau, Pencil Foundation and the Tennessee Sports Hall of Fame. 

A 1978 graduate of the University of Michigan, Don and his wife Kathy 
are parents of two grown daughters: Shannon and Kelly.

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KEN WHISENHUNT 
Head Coach 


Ken Whisenhunt enters his first season with the Titans after becoming 
the 17th head coach in franchise history on Jan. 14, 2014. 

Whisenhunt has 17 seasons of NFL coaching experience, including six 
years (2007-12) as head coach of the Arizona Cardinals. As head coach for 
the Cardinals, he won a franchise-record 49 games, including an appear- 
ance in Super Bowl XLIII after a team-record 12-win season in 2008. Last 
year, as offensive coordinator for San Diego, he led the Chargers offense to 
the fifth most yards in the NFL and the league’s top ranking in third-down of- 
fense. Quarterback Philip Rivers earned a Pro Bowl invitation and matched 
the highest passer rating of his career (105.5), which was the fourth highest 
rating for an NFL quarterback in 2013. For his work with the Chargers, he 
was named NFL Assistant Coach of the Year by the Pro Football Writers of 
America. 

Through the years, Whisenhunt has been associated with prolific of- 
fenses, top-flight quarterbacks and winning cultures. In his years as an 
offensive coordinator or head coach, he has coached two different quar- 
terbacks to Super Bowl berths (Ben Roethlisberger and Kurt Warner) and 
two signal callers to Pro Bowl selections (Warner and Rivers). Additionally, 
those teams combined to reach the playoffs in five of his 10 seasons as of- 
fensive coordinator or head coach, including one Super Bowl win (XL) with 
Pittsburgh and one Super Bowl loss (XLII!) with Arizona. 

Whisenhunt earned his first head coaching job in 2007 with the Arizona 
Cardinals, a job he would hold for six seasons. After joining a franchise that 
had experienced losing seasons in 20 of the previous 22 seasons, he would 
produce four seasons at .500 or better. His ability to change the culture 
yielded early results as the team went 8-8 in his first season and laid the 
foundation for what was to come. In his second season (2008) at the helm, 
the Cardinals captured the NFC West title, an NFC Championship and the 
franchise’s first-ever trip to a Super Bowl. Year three (2009) produced an- 
other NFC West title, the franchise’s first back-to-back titles since 1974-75, 
with a 10-6 record. 

Upon his arrival in the desert, Whisenhunt inherited quarterback Kurt 
Warner and guided him to some of the best years of his career. In three 
years together, Warner passed for 11,753 yards and 83 touchdowns, and 
earned his first Pro Bowl appearance in seven years, along with setting 
the team record for points scored in 2008 (427). The 2008 team fielded 
the fourth best offense in the NFL, and its 188 postseason points were the 
third-highest in postseason history on its way to the Super Bowl. His 2009 
team led the NFL in red zone scoring (70.4%) as well as red zone touch- 
down efficiency (65.1%). Wide receiver Larry Fitzgerald earned Pro Bowl 
selections in each of the six seasons Whisenhunt was in Arizona. Warner 
and wide receiver Anquan Boldin each earned Pro Bowl nods following the 
2008 season. For his career at Arizona, Whisenhunt posted a 49-53 record, 
which included a 4-2 postseason mark. 

Before his hiring in Arizona, Whisenhunt spent six 
seasons (2001-06) with the Pittsburgh Steelers, the first 
three as tight ends coach and the final three as offensive 
coordinator. In each of his years as the Steelers offen- 


sive coordinator the team ranked in the top 10 in rush- Year 
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York Jets as tight ends coach. He began his 
coaching career as the special teams/tight 
ends coach at Vanderbilt in 1995 and 1996. 

Whisenhunt played tight end as a walk- 
on at Georgia Tech from 1980-84. He was 
named All-ACC as a senior and earned a 
civil engineering degree. In 1985, the Atlanta 
Falcons drafted him in 12th round, and he 
played nine seasons in the NFL, including 
four with the Falcons (1985-88), two with the 
Washington Redskins (1989-90) and three 
with the New York Jets (1991-93). He played 
in 74 games during his career and caught 62 
passes for 601 yards and six touchdowns. 

An avid and accomplished golfer, Whisenhunt has been a scratch play- 
er. At the conclusion of his NFL career, he spent the following year working 
on his golf game, including an appearance in the 1994 U.S. Mid-Amateur 
at Hazeltine. His career-best score is a 65, and he has recorded two holes 
in one during his golfing career. As a high school student, he worked the 
famous manual scoreboard at the 18th hole at Augusta National and since 
has had the privilege of playing the course several times, including an even- 
par 72 in 2008, which included an eagle 2 on the 11th hole. 

A native of Augusta, Ga., Whisenhunt (age 51) and his wife, Alice, have 
two grown children — son, Kenneth, and daughter, Mary Ashley.

Defensive Coordinator 


Ray Horton enters his 21st season in the NFL, his fourth as a defen- 
sive coordinator and first with the Titans. As a player and a coach, he has 
participated in a total of five Super Bowls during his NFL career. A disciple 
of legendary coordinator Dick LeBeau, Horton has either played for (six 
seasons) or coached with (12 seasons) LeBeau for 18 seasons. 

He joins the Titans after spending the 2013 season with the Cleveland 
Browns as defensive coordinator. In his one season with the Browns, Hor- 
ton transformed the defense into the ninth best in the NFL, raising it 14 
spots above the previous season. Cleveland also ranked third in the NFL 
in fewest yards per opponent pass attempts (6.15) and ninth in pass yards 
allowed. Cornerback Joe Haden and safety T.J. Ward both earned their first 
Pro Bowl appearances as well. 

For the previous two seasons (2011-12), Horton served as the defensive 
coordinator for the Arizona Cardinals, under Titans head coach Ken Whisen- 
hunt. Horton’s presence brought immediate change to the defense in 2011, 
with the Cardinals defense allowing only 34 total touchdowns, their fewest 
since 1994. Over the course of two years, Horton guided the unit to significa- 
tion improvement, taking the defense from a rank of 29th in 2010 to 18th in 
2011 and 12th in 2012. Even more impressive, his defense was the NFL’s 
best in third-down defense in 2011 and ranked second in 2012. His 2012 unit 
also led the NFL in passer rating defense (71.2), ranked second in intercep- 
tions (22), third in red-zone defense (44.4%), fifth in takeaways (33) and fifth 
in passing yards allowed (200.8 yards/game). Cornerback Patrick Peterson 
earned his first Pro Bowl selection in 2012, ranking fourth in the NFL with 
seven interceptions and leading the league with five fumble recoveries. 

Prior to joining the Arizona staff, Horton spent seven seasons (2004-10) 
as the defensive backs/assistant defensive backs coach for the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. Notably, the Steelers defense ranked in the top 10 in the NFL in 
total defense each year he was there, including three number one rankings. 
He helped develop safety Troy Polamalu during his time and saw him earn 
six Pro Bowl (2005-10) invites, named first-team All-Pro three times (2005, 
2008, 2010) and earn AP Defensive Player of the Year honors in 2010. 
Throughout the course of his time with the Steelers, Horton coached in 
three Super Bowls — winning Super Bowls XL and XLIII and losing Super 
Bowl XLV. 

Horton began his coaching career as a defensive assistant for the

Offensive Coordinator 


Jason Michael enters his ninth season in the NFL, his first season with 
the Titans and first as an offensive coordinator. He joins the Titans coaching 
staff following three seasons (2011-2013) as the tight ends coach for the 
San Diego Chargers. 

In his final year with the Chargers, Michael worked under the direction 
of current Titans head coach Ken Whisenhunt, then the offensive coordina- 
tor for the Chargers. Through his work with tight end Antonio Gates, who 
led the Chargers in receptions (77) in 2013, and with tight end Ladarius 
Green, who posted 22.1-yards per catch, Michael helped the Chargers of- 
fense rank fifth in the league. In his three years working with the tight ends 
in San Diego, he guided Gates to the fourth most receptions (190) among 
NFL tight ends over that three-year timespan, while totaling 2,188 yards and 
18 touchdowns. 

In 2011, his first year with the Chargers, he delved into an offensive 
system that would rank sixth in the league, and Gates led the team with 64 
catches. 

Prior to joining the Chargers, he spent two seasons (2009 & 2010) with 
the San Francisco 49ers as an offensive assistant and then quarterbacks 
coach. In 2010, his trio of quarterbacks passed for more than 3,600 yards 
and 19 touchdowns combined. 

Michael began his coaching career at the University of Tennessee in 
2003, where he worked as a graduate assistant with the secondary and 
special teams for two seasons. His NFL debut came with the Oakland Raid- 
ers in 2005 as a quality control coach. He spent the following season as the 
offensive quality control coach for the New York Jets in 2006 and assisted 
coaching the quarterbacks in Chad Pennington’s Comeback Player of the 
Year season. He was promoted to tight ends coach in 2007 with the Jets be- 
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Washington Redskins from 1994-96. Fol- 
lowing his debut, Horton spent five seasons 
(1997-2001) coaching the secondary with 
the Cincinnati Bengals and two campaigns 
(2002-03) as secondary coach with the De- 
troit Lions. 

Prior to coaching, Horton was a second- 
round selection (53rd overall) by the Bengals 
in the 1983 NFL Draft. As a safety, Horton 
played in 147 games, including 99 starts 
during his 10-year NFL career split between 
the Bengals (1983-88) and Dallas Cowboys 
(1989-92). He retired with 19 interceptions, 
11 fumble recoveries, five forced fumbles, 
five defensive touchdowns, and two Super Bowl appearances. Horton 
played Super Bowl XXIII with Cincinnati and won Super Bowl XXVII with 
Dallas. 

A native of Tacoma, Wash., Horton was a three-year letterman at the 
University of Washington, earning All-Pac 10 honors and playing in two 
Rose Bowls. 

Horton has a private pilot license and enjoys flying in his free time. He 
and his wife, Karena, have three daughters - Taylor, Camrin and Mikail - and 
a son, Jarren.

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STEVE WATTERSON 
Strength & Conditionin 


One of the top strength and rehabilitation experts in the NFL, Steve Wat- 
terson is in his 29th season as the Titans’ strength and conditioning coach. 
He stands as the longest tenured active coach with one team currently in 
the NFL. 

Qualities of a Titans team include strength, physicality and conditioning. 
Watterson has been entrusted with instilling many of these attributes. 

In 2010, Watterson earned his ‘Art of Strength’ Kettlebell Instructor Certi- 
fication during the ‘A.O.S’ seminar held at Punch Gym in Franklin, Tenn. He 
became the first NFL Head Strength and Conditioning coach to complete 
the certification program and along with his assistant, Jason Novak, were 
the first tandem of ‘A.O.S’ certified instructors in professional sports. At the 
request of the Army’s 5th Special Forces Group, Watterson has coached 
many of their instructors in kettlebell training techniques and team building 
activities. 

In 2008, he was elected to the Alliance for Natural Health’s Scientific 
Advisory Board. The Alliance for Natural Health USA (ANH-USA), which 
was formed in 1992, is part of an international organization dedicated to 
promoting sustainable health and freedom of choice in healthcare through 
good science and good law. 

In 2002, Watterson was awarded the President’s Award from the Profes- 
sional Football Strength and Coaches Society for his contributions to the 
field of strength and conditioning. In 1999, he was appointed to the National 
Research Council for Health (NRCH) scientific advisory council. NRCH was 
formed in 1977 to expand the scientific foundation and understanding of 
natural health science. 

In 1992, Watterson received one of the highest honors of his career 
when he was named Professional Strength and Conditioning Coach of the 
Year. Watterson has been instrumental in helping to develop and implement 
various strength and conditioning programs with the Titans and directs the 
club’s successful offseason conditioning program. Watterson joined the Oil- 
ers in 1986 as strength and conditioning coordinator before becoming an 
assistant coach in those areas prior to the 1988 season. 





BOB BOSTAD 
Offensive Line 


Bob Bostad joins the Titans for his third season of NFL coaching and his 
first in Tennessee, after spending two seasons (2012-13) with the Tampa 
Bay Buccaneers coaching the offensive line. He entered the NFL coaching 
ranks after 22 years of college coaching experience. His line philosophies 
and development of many collegiate-turned-professional players highlight 
his coaching resume. 

In his first season (2012) with Tampa Bay, his offensive line only gave up 
26 sacks, tying for third fewest in the league, and paved the way for rookie 
running back Doug Martin, who rushed for 1,454 yards and 11 touchdowns, 
ranking fifth in both categories. Martin earned Pro Bowl recognition for his 
season. 

Prior to joining the Buccaneers, Bostad served for six years as run game 
coordinator at Wisconsin. In his first two seasons (2006-07) he coached 
tight ends, during which time he directed All-American tight end Travis Bec- 
kum, who set school records for a tight end for receptions (75) and yards 
(982). His stable of tight ends also included current NFL players, Garrett 
Graham (Houston) and Lance Kendricks (St. Louis). His final four years 
were spent managing the offensive line, at which time he tutored four first- 
team All-Americans — center Peter Konz and guard Kevin Zeitler in 2011 
and tackle Gabe Carimi and guard John Moffit in 2010. Three of his players 
would develop into NFL first-round picks — Carimi, Zeitler and Travis Fred- 
erick. He directed one of the nation’s best rushing attacks year after year, 
allowing the Badgers to total 3,000 rushing yards on their way to two Big 
Ten titles in his final two seasons and would lead the conference in rushing 
yards for five consecutive seasons. Running back Monte Ball rushed for 
1,923 yards and set an NCAA record with 39 touchdowns during the 2011 
campaign. 

Bostad spent six seasons (1999-2005) with New Mexico as the offen- 
sive line coach before he joined the Badgers staff. During this time, he de- 
signed blocking schemes for the 2005 conference offensive player of the 
year, running back DonTrell Moore. For Moore’s career, he posted four con- 
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Before joining the Oilers, Watterson 
spent two seasons (1984-85) as the assis- 
tant trainer for the Philadelphia Eagles. From 
1979-80, he served as the head trainer at 
Tucson (Ariz.) High School before accepting 
a similar post at Amphitheater High School 
in Tucson (1980-84). Watterson’s other ac- 
tivities have included serving as a trainer at 
the 1982 Olympic Development Camp and 
at the National Sports Festival in Colorado 
Springs in 1983. Following the 1990 season, 
Watterson received national attention when 
he personally supervised the rehabilitation of 
auto racing superstar A.J. Foyt. Foyt credits 
Watterson with his ability to come back from severe leg injuries to race in 
the 1991 Indianapolis 500. 

Watterson has advised Olympic and World-Class athletes on proper nu- 
tritional supplementation. NASCAR teams, such as Richard Petty’s, have 
called on Watterson to advise them on proper nutrition for improved perfor- 
mance. He also has advised NASCAR teams on training for proper biome- 
chanics for their pit crews. 

Watterson has patents pending on shoulder and leg rehabilitation de- 
vices and on a leg measuring device through his company, Kelsea Plus 
Corp. He received his bachelor’s degree from Rhode Island and his mas- 
ter’s degree from Arizona. 

A native of Newport, R.I. (11/27/56), Watterson has three daughters, 
Kelsea, Bergen and Dottie, and three sons, Brock, Cole and Caden. Steve 
and his wife, Heidi, live in Hendersonville, Tenn.

Last year, the Titans secondary led the NFL is fewest passing touch- 
downs allowed (15) and cornerback Alterraun Verner earned his first Pro 
Bowl selection, while posting a career-best five interceptions. Additionally, 
the Titans defense ranked 11th against the pass for the season. 

In his first season with the Titans, the team ranked seventh in the NFL 
in interceptions, including 13 from the secondary. Safety Michael Griffin and 
cornerback Jason McCourty tied for the team lead with four interceptions 
each and McCourty’s total was a career high. 

Brown came to the Titans after nine years with the University of Ken- 
tucky, including five seasons as defensive coordinator. In 2011, he was the 
co-defensive coordinator/defensive backs coach for the Wildcats. Two play- 
ers off the defense were drafted, which increased the total to 14 players who 
moved on to the NFL from Kentucky in his final five seasons. From 2007-10, 
Brown was the defensive coordinator at Kentucky. Under his guidance, the 
Wildcats showed marked improvement, participating in a bowl game each 
season and placing a player on the All-SEC defense each season. He origi- 
nally joined the Kentucky staff in 2003, as the secondary coach, when Rich 
Brooks took over the program. 

Prior to working at Kentucky, Brown spent six seasons (1995-00) with 
the St. Louis Rams and earned a Super Bowl Championship during the 
1999 season. His final three seasons with the Rams were as secondary 
coach. He guided safety Todd Lyght to his first Pro Bowl selection in 1999. 
His entered the coaching ranks with the Rams as a defensive assistant

Louie Cioffi brings 19 years of coaching experience to the Titans staff in 
his first season in Tennessee. 

Last year, Cioffi was the defensive backs coach for the Cleveland 
Browns. His secondary ranked eighth in the NFL in passing yards allowed 
and third in fewest yards per passing attempt (6.15). Cioffi guided corner- 
back Joe Haden and safety T.J. Ward to their first Pro Bowl selections. 

Prior to his time with the Browns, Cioffi coached the defensive backs 
for the Arizona Cardinals, where he worked under Titans head coach Ken 
Whisenhunt. In 2012, Cioffi’s unit helped the Arizona defense lead the NFL 
in passer rating defense (71.2) and interception percentage (4.4%). This 
same group also ranked second in interceptions (22), second in third-down 
efficiency (32.9%), fourth in takeaways (33), and fifth in passing yards al- 
lowed (200.8). Under Cioffi’s tutelage, cornerback Patrick Peterson posted 
seven interceptions, which ranked fourth in the league, led the league with 
five fumble recoveries and earned his first Pro Bowl selection in 2012. Safe- 
ty Adrian Wilson earned a Pro Bowl invite following the 2011 season. 

Before the Cardinals, Cioffi spent 14 seasons with the Cincinnati Ben- 
gals. There, he coached six seasons (1997-2002) as a defensive assistant 
and eight years (2003-10) as assistant defensive backs coach. In his eight 
seasons with the defensive backs, the Bengals logged 150 interceptions, 
fifth most in the NFL during that time span. He joined the league in 1997 as 
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in 1995 and was promoted to work with the 
cornerbacks from 1996-97. 

Before joining the coaching ranks, Brown 
had an eight-year (1983-90) NFL career as 
a cornerback for the Houston Oilers. He 
played in a total of 119 games for the fran- 
chise and tallied 18 career interceptions. 
Brown earned Pro Football Weekly NFL All- 
Rookie honors in 1983. The Oilers drafted 
Brown in the third round of the 1983 NFL 
Draft from the University of Oregon, where 
he earned All-PAC 10 accolades as a senior. 
He was a member of Kappa Alpha Psi frater- 
nity while at Oregon. 

Brown and his wife, Michele, have two sons, Cole and Jared.

Sylvester Croom enters his second season with the Titans as running 
backs coach and 23rd as an NFL coach. He is no stranger to working with 
elite talent, coaching a who’s who of running backs in his time in the NFL, 
including Chris Johnson, Maurice Jones-Drew, Steven Jackson, Ahman 
Green, Barry Sanders and Eric Dickerson. Last year, Croom guided John- 
son to his sixth consecutive 1,000-yard season. 

Croom joined the Titans after spending one season as the running 
backs coach for the Jacksonville Jaguars. Jones-Drew posted a 4.8-yards 
average per rush in his first six games, before missing the remainder of the 
season with a foot injury. 

Croom spent three seasons (2009-11) with the St. Louis Rams. Jackson 
posted the fourth highest rushing total in the NFL over that three-year pe- 
riod, as he gained 3,802 yards and earned two Pro Bowl selections (2009 
and 2010). 

Prior to joining the Rams, Croom was the head coach at Mississippi 
State from 2004-08. He became the first African-American head football 
coach in SEC history. The high point of his tenure with the Bulldogs was 
the 2007 season, as the Bulldogs posted an 8-5 record and a Liberty Bowl 
victory. He earned SEC Coach of the Year honors by the Associated Press 
for his work in 2007. His overall record at Mississippi State was 21-38. 

Before taking over Mississippi State, he was the running backs coach 
for the Green Bay Packers from 2001-03. Under Croom’s guidance, Green 
posted three consecutive 1,200-yard seasons, including a team record and 
career-best 1,883 yards in 2003, and three Pro Bowl appearances. 

Croom spent four seasons (1997-2000) as the offensive coordinator for 
the Detroit Lions. In his first season, Croom’s offense ranked second in the 
NFL and Sanders became the third player in NFL history to surpass 2,000 
yards rushing in a season. Wide receivers Herman Moore and Johnnie Mor- 
ton each had 1,000-yard receiving seasons, and Moore’s 104 receptions 
led the NFL in 1997. The Lions became the first team in NFL history to have 
teammates lead the league in rushing and receptions in the same season. 

Croom also spent time as running backs coach for the San Diego Char- 
gers (1992-96), Tampa Bay Buccaneers (1987-90) and Indianapolis Colts 
(1991). While with the Chargers, Natrone Means posted a then-team record 
1,350 rushing yards and earned a Pro Bow! selection. 


NICK EASON 
Assistant Defensive Line 


Nick Eason joins the Titans as assistant defensive line coach after as- 
sisting the defensive staff for the Cleveland Browns last season, where he 
worked with current Titans defensive coordinator Ray Horton. Eason brings 
10 years and 117 games of experience as an NFL player to his new position. 

Eason had a 10-year NFL career as a defensive lineman for the Browns, 
Pittsburgh Steelers and Arizona Cardinals. He finished his career playing 
two seasons (2011-12) for the Cardinals, where he appeared in 32 games 
and registered two sacks. Prior to his time with the Cardinals, Eason played 
four seasons (2007-10) with the Steelers. He appeared in 55 games, includ- 
ing the team’s victory at Super Bowl XLIII and loss at Super Bowl XLV. 

Originally a fourth-round selection by the Denver Broncos in the 2003 
NFL Draft, he spent the season on injured reserve recovering from a train- 
ing camp injury to his Achilles. The following season, Eason reemerged on 
the Broncos active roster before being waived and signed by the Browns, 
with whom he played for three seasons (2004-06). 

A native of Lyons, Ga., Eason played college football at Clemson, where 
he was the first football player in school history to graduate with two years 
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After playing offensive line during the 
1975 season for the New Orleans Saints, 
Croom returned to his alma mater, the Uni- 
versity of Alabama, as a graduate assistant 
for the 1976 season. He spent the next 10 
years as an assistant coach for the Crimson 
Tide, coaching inside linebackers (1977-81, 
1984-86) and outside linebackers (1982-83). 

A native of Tuscaloosa, Ala., Croom was 
a three-year letterman at Alabama and was 
the starting center on the 1973 National 
Championship team. The “Sylvester Croom 
Commitment to Excellence Award” is given 
annually to an Alabama player at the end of 
spring practice.

Steve Hoffman enters his 25th season as an NFL coach and his second 
with the Titans. 

In his first season working with the Titans special teams, Tennessee 

ranked eighth in kickoff return average (24.9) and third in the NFL in punt 
return defense (6.0). Punter Brett Kern posted the second-highest net aver- 
age of his career (39.7), a career-high number of punts placed inside the 20 
(32) and a career-low number of touchbacks (2). 
Hoffman joined the Titans after spending one season as the special teams 
coordinator for the Oakland Raiders in 2012. In his one season with the 
Raiders, kicker Sebastian Janikowski posted the highest field goal percent- 
age of his career (91.2%) and was perfect (25/25) inside of 50 yards for the 
first time in his career. 

Hoffman spent three seasons as the special teams coordinator for the 
Kansas City Chiefs from 2009-11. In his first year with the Chiefs, the spe- 
cial teams group showed significant improvement, moving from 29th to 12th 
in the yearly special teams rankings by the Dallas Morning News. Punter 
Dustin Colquitt posted the top single-season net punting average (40.8) 
in franchise history and kicker Ryan Succop tied for the highest field goal 
percentage (86.2%) by an NFL rookie since 1970.

Shawn Jefferson enters his second season as the wide receivers coach 
with the Titans after spending eight seasons as a coach for the Detroit Li- 
ons, including the last five years as the wide receivers coach. 

In his first season with the Titans, Jefferson oversaw wide receiver Ken- 
dall Wright's first 1,000-yard season as a pro, the second highest totals of 
Nate Washington’s career in receptions and yards and the maturation of 
rookie Justin Hunter into a big-play receiver. Wright became the first re- 
ceiver in franchise history to lead the team in receptions in each of his first 
two years in the NFL and his 94 receptions last season were the fifth-most 
for a season in franchise history. 

Under Jefferson’s guidance in 2012, Calvin Johnson broke the NFL re- 
cord for receiving yards in a season (1,964), which surpassed Jerry Rice’s 
1995 record. In fact, over the five years that Jefferson coached Johnson, 
he led the NFL in receiving yards with 7,080, receiving touchdowns with 50 
and receptions of 25 yards or more with 70. He also earned three Pro Bowl 
invitations (2010, 2011, 2012) and was named All Pro in 2011 and 2012. 

In the 2011 season, the wide receiver corps helped the Lions offense 
reach new heights as the team set franchise marks for completions (423) 
and passing yards (5,071). Johnson set a then-career mark with 1,681 re- 
ceiving yards and 16 touchdowns. Wide receiver Nate Burleson posted a 
career-high 73 receptions and rookie wide receiver Titus Young totaled 48 
grabs. 

Jefferson originally joined the Lions in 2005 as a coaching assistant. He 
was promoted to offensive assistant in 2006 and assistant wide receivers 
coach in 2007.

John McNulty brings 23 years of prior coaching experience and 11 NFL 
seasons to his first year with the Titans. He joins the Titans coaching staff 
following a season (2013) with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers as quarterbacks 
coach. 

In the time he spent coaching wide receivers and quarterbacks in Ari- 
zona (2009-2012), McNulty worked closely with Titans head coach Ken 
Whisenhunt, then the head coach for the Cardinals. 

With the Buccaneers, McNulty guided rookie quarterback Mike Glennon 
to rookie franchise marks for passing yards and touchdowns. Furthermore, 
Glennon registered the top passer rating (82.0) among NFL rookies in 2013 
and was named to the Pro Football Writers of America All-Rookie team. 

Prior to joining Tampa Bay, McNulty spent four seasons (2009-12) with 
the Arizona Cardinals, three (2009-11) as the wide receivers coach and 
one (2012) as quarterbacks coach. Under his direction, wide receiver Larry 
Fitzgerald was selected to three Pro Bowls and earned two All-Pro selec- 
tions (2009, 2011). Fitzgerald also led the NFL in touchdown receptions 
(13) in 2010 and became the franchise leader in receiving yards, receiving 
touchdowns and 100-yard games during their time together. 

Between NFL coaching positions, McNulty spent five seasons (2004-08) 
with Rutgers in varying capacities. His first two seasons with the team were 
spent as wide receivers coach before being promoted to assistant offensive 
coordinator/quarterbacks coach for a year and finally offensive coordinator/ 
quarterbacks coach for his final season with the Scarlet Knights. Notably, 
his 2007 offense set school records for total offense (5,841 yards), points 
scored (421) and first downs (295). The offensive unit also became the 
first in NCAA history to include a 3,000-yard passer (Mike Teel-3,140), a 
2,000-yard rusher (Ray Rice-2,069) and two 1,000-yard receivers (Kenny 
Britt-1,232; Tiquan Underwood-1,100) in a single season. 

McNulty began his coaching career in 1991 as a graduate assistant for 


MIKE MULARKEY 
Tight Ends 


Mike Mularkey enters his 20th year of NFL coaching, three of which 
were spent as a head coach. As a former NFL tight end, Mularkey played 
a total of 114 games in nine seasons with the Minnesota Vikings and Pitts- 
burgh Steelers. His experience as a player has molded his style as a posi- 
tion coach. 

Mularkey joins the Titans after one season (2012) with the Jacksonville 
Jaguars as the franchise’s fourth head coach, and four seasons (2008-11) 
with the Atlanta Falcons as offensive coordinator. Over the four-year time 
span with the Falcons, the team advanced to the postseason three times, 
ranked ninth in the NFL in total yards (354.8 per game), seventh in points 
(24.5), eighth in rushing yards (125.7), third in fewest turnovers (84), fourth 
in fewest sacks allowed (93), and sixth in third down conversions (44.2). 

In three of the four years with the Falcons, Mularkey’s offense produced 
a 3,000-yard passer, a 1,000-yard receiver and a 1,000-yard rusher in the 
same season. His guidance saw the rise of quarterback Matt Ryan, wide 
receiver Roddy White, running back Michael Turner; and the continued 
growth of tight end Tony Gonzalez, who totaled 233 receptions and 19 
touchdowns in their three years together. In 2010, Sporting News named 
Mularkey “Coordinator of the Year.” 

Prior to his time with the Falcons, Mularkey spent two seasons (2006- 
07) with the Miami Dolphins as the offensive coordinator in 2006, and tight 
ends coach in 2007. He joined the Dolphins after serving as head coach 
for the Buffalo Bills for two seasons (2004-05). In his first season with the 
team, the Bills finished 9-7, marking their only winning season over the last 
decade. 

Eight seasons (1996-2003) with the Pittsburgh Steelers preceded Mu- 
larkey’s time with the Bills. Mularkey served as the tight ends coach in his 
first five seasons. He molded Mark Bruener into an outstanding run-block- 
ing tight end. His final three seasons were spent as offensive coordinator, 
during which time he directed two top five offenses (3rd, 2001 and 5th, 
2002) and earned Assistant Coach of the Year in 2001 from the Pro Football 
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the University of Michigan, where he spent 
four years before coaching wide receivers 
for another three seasons at the University 
of Connecticut. He joined the NFL ranks with 
the Jacksonville Jaguars in 1998 as their 
quality control coach, where he stayed until 
2002. He followed his time with the Jaguars 
with a single season coaching wide receiv- 
ers for the Dallas Cowboys in 2003. 

Playing safety for the Penn State Nittany 
Lions (1988-90), McNulty was a member of 
two bowl teams. He graduated in 1990 with 
a degree in business management.

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PRO: The Titans used their second-round selection in 2011 on versatile 
former UCLA standout Akeem Ayers. A smooth, agile defender, he lined 
up mostly as a strongside linebacker in his first three seasons, but he also 
grew increasingly into an end rusher on passing downs. Ayers became 
the first Titans rookie to start all 16 games since 2002, and led all Titans 
linebackers with 88 tackles, the second-highest total for a Titans rookie 
since 1999. He built on that effort in 2012, when he led the defense with 
110 tackles and ranked second on the squad with six sacks.

Zach Brown in the second round of the 2012 NFL Draft, and he appeared 
in every game through his first two campaigns as a weakside linebacker. 
Brown's speed and athleticism allow him to chase the ball from sideline to 
sideline and be disruptive against the run and the pass. As a rookie, he 
made an immediate impact, starting 13 games. He started 13 contests 
again in 2013 and built his two-year totals to 210 tackles, 9.5 sacks and 
four interceptions. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ In 2013, Brown ranked second on the team and set a career high with 117 
tackles. 

¢ In the first two weeks of the 2013 season, Brown set or matched single- 
game career highs in sacks (two at Pittsburgh on Sept. 8) and tackles (13 
at Houston on Sept. 15). 

¢ As arookie in 2012, Brown tied for third on the squad with 93 tackles and 
added 5.5 sacks and three interceptions.

PRO: The Titans used their third-round pick in the 2011 NFL Draft on 


University of Southern California defensive tackle Jurrell Casey. In his 
first three pro seasons, Casey quickly developed as one of the top interior 
defensive linemen in the NFL, a force against both the run and pass. 
During that timespan, he played in all but one game and ranked fifth among 
all defensive tackles with 16 total sacks (Geno Atkins, Marcell Dareus, 
Ndamukong Suh and Justin Smith). In 2013, he tied for second among 
NFL defensive tackles with a career-high 10.5 sacks and set a career high 
with 90 tackles. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ In 2013, Casey was named Associated Press second-team All-Pro after 
putting together one of the best seasons by a defensive tackle in franchise 
history. His 10.5 sacks set a career high and made up the second-highest 
total by a franchise defensive tackle since sacks became an official statistic 
in 1982, finishing behind only Ray Childress’ 13 sacks in 1992. Only Jason 
Hatcher of the Dallas Cowboys (11) finished with more sacks than Casey 
among defensive tackles in 2013. Casey’s season totals also included 
a career-high 90 tackles and a career- and team-high 10 quarterback 
pressures. 

¢ In 2012, he notched 80 tackles to lead the defensive line and added three 
sacks. 

¢ As a rookie in 2011, Casey recorded 74 tackles, which led the team’s 
defensive linemen, and tied for second on the defense with five tackles for 
loss. 

¢ Casey totaled nine sacks and 22 tackles for loss during his three seasons 
at Southern California. In 2010, Casey’s junior year, he was named first- 
team All-Pac-10.

¢ Family members, friends and teammates call him “Tut-Tut,” a nickname 
he earned from his aunt as a small child because she said he walked like 
a turtle. 

¢ Casey has nine brothers and sisters.

Despite the turmoil it caused, Jurrell credits his brother 
for helping him re-focus on becoming a better football player and student. 

¢ Casey calls his mother, Collette Burns, a cafeteria worker in the Long 
Beach Unified School District, “the inspiration in my life” for how hard she 
worked to provide for Jurrell and his siblings.

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PRO: The Titans identified Shonn Greene in 2013 as a priority early in free 
agency to serve as a between-the-tackles rusher in the Titans’ backfield. 
The 5-foot-11-inch, 233-pounder is a compact, powerful runner who now 
helps lead the team’s talented and versatile stable of running backs. In 
his first season in Tennessee, he was limited by injuries but managed 295 
yards and four touchdowns on 77 carries. The six-year veteran put up 
back-to-back 1,000-yard rushing seasons with the N.Y. Jets and scored 14 
total touchdowns over his last two years (2011-2012) there. The former 
lowa Hawkeye excels in short-yardage situations. When the Jets faced 
third-and-two or shorter in 2012, Greene gained first downs on an NFL- 
best 11 of 11 attempts and on second-and-two or shorter, he was 12 of 15.

PRO: Safety Michael Griffin, a two-time Pro Bowl selection, displays great 
range and playmaking ability in the secondary. Throughout his career, the 
Titans’ 2007 first-round pick has shown an uncanny knack for being around 
the football and making big plays on defense and special teams. Griffin’s 
22 interceptions from 2007 through 2013 put him in a tie for 12th place in 
franchise history and fifth place among safeties. He also has been highly 
durable, missing only two total games in his first seven seasons. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ In 2013, Griffin’s consecutive games streak came to an end at 103 games 
due to a quad injury. 

¢ In 2012, Griffin tied for the team lead with four interceptions and ranked 
second on the squad with 103 tackles. 

¢ By tying Jason McCourty for the team lead in 2012 with four interceptions, 
Griffin recorded his fourth career season to lead the squad or tie for the 
team lead. He joined Darryl Lewis (five times) and Samari Rolle (four) 
as the only players in franchise history to accomplish the feat at least 
four times. Griffin moved into a tie with Gregg Bingham for 13th place in 
franchise history with his 21st career interception.

¢ Griffin was named to his first Pro Bowl in 2008 after finishing tied for 
second in the NFL with a team-high seven interceptions. 

¢ In 2007, Griffin began his rookie campaign as a cornerback before 
shifting back to his collegiate position of safety midway through the season. 
His three interceptions were the most by a Titans/Oilers rookie safety since 
Bubba McDowell recorded four in 1989.

The couple met while serving in 
Korea and were later married and had twin sons, Michael and Marcus.

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PRO: The Titans used their fifth-round pick in the 2011 NFL Draft on 
lowa’s Karl Klug (pronounced KLOOG). A largely unheralded selection at 
the time, Klug proceeded to assemble one of the top seasons in franchise 
history by a rookie defensive lineman. A blue-collar athlete who plays with 
tremendous effort and quickness, he led the Titans in 2011 with seven 
sacks, which also tied for sixth among all NFL rookies and tied for fourth 
among all NFL defensive tackles. His 3.5 sacks during his second season 
gave him more total sacks (10.5) than any other Titans defender during that 
time period. He followed with a two-sack season in 2013. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS:

TAYLOR LEWAN 





PRO: With the 11th overall selection in the 2014 NFL Draft, the 
Titans selected former Michigan left tackle Taylor Lewan (prounounced 
leh-WAHN). The 6-foot-7-inch, 309-pound lineman possesses the 
measurables, athleticism and commitment to be a mainstay in the lineup 
for years to come. An outgoing personality off the field, he is tenacious and 
aggressive on it. At Michigan, he was a four-year starter, anchoring the line 
at left tackle for 48 career starts. At the 2014 NFL Scouting Combine, he 
ran the 40-yard dash in 4.87 seconds, beating all other offensive linemen 
in his class and clocking the fourth-fastest time among offensive linemen 
in the last five years (2010-14). He also ranked among the top offensive 
linemen at the 2014 combine in the broad jump (first at nine feet, nine 
inches), vertical jump (tied for third at 30.5 inches) and three-cone drill 
(fourth at 7.39 seconds). Lewan became the first offensive tackle selected 
by the Titans/Oilers in the first round since tackle Brad Hopkins (13th 
overall) in 1993. Paired with right guard Chance Warmack, who was the 
10th overall pick in 2013, the duo became the first offensive linemen to be 
selected by the franchise in back-to-back first rounds since Mike Munchak 
(1982) and Bruce Matthews (1983).

¢« Lewan was named the Big Ten Conference Offensive Lineman of the 
Year in 2012 and 2013.

PRO: Starting quarterback Jake Locker entered the NFL in 2011 as a first- 
round draft selection from the University of Washington. The signal caller’s 
arm strength, athleticism, toughness and competitiveness were qualities 
that convinced the team of his ability to lead a young and talented offense. 
He has earned the confidence of a new coaching staff in 2014 by displaying 
the same traits while battling back from a serious right foot injury that ended 
his third season prematurely. Through his first three campaigns, Locker 
appeared in 23 games with 18 starts and completed 322 of 563 passes for 
3,974 yards, 22 touchdowns and 15 interceptions (81.1 passer rating). He 
also rushed for 502 yards and four touchdowns during that time. He was 
elected a team captain by his teammates in 2012 and 2013. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ In 2013, Locker set a career high with a completion percentage of 60.7. 
At the time he was placed on injured reserve due to a Lisfranc injury, his 
86.7 passer rating ranked sixth in the AFC; his 105.9 fourth-quarter passer 
rating was third in the AFC and eighth in the NFL; and his 103.7 third-down 
passer rating ranked second in the AFC and fourth in the NFL. 

e In the first four games of the 2013 season, while the Titans went

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PRO: An intelligent and tough competitor, Colin McCarthy fits the mold of 
previous University of Miami standouts at linebacker. The former Hurricanes 
defender was selected in the fourth round of the 2011 NFL Draft and was in 
the starting lineup by Week 9 of his rookie campaign. He led the Titans with 
eight tackles for loss, and his 76 tackles made up the fourth-highest total by 
a Titans rookie since 1999. Injuries derailed his second season, limiting the 
defensive captain to seven games in 2012.

PRO: Jason McCourty is a fast, athletic cornerback and one of the veteran 
leaders of the defense. The Titans rewarded the 6-foot, 193-pounder with 
a long-term contract extension during the 2012 preseason. Originally a 
sixth-round draft choice in 2009, the former Rutgers standout was selected 
a defensive captain by his teammates for the 2012 campaign and tied for 
the team lead with four interceptions. He was voted as a captain again 
in 2013. From the time he became a full-time starter in 2011 through 
2013, McCourty led the Titans in passes defensed (46) and ranked third in 
interceptions (six). 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ In 2013, McCourty started all 16 games for the second consecutive 
season. He ranked second on the squad with 16 passes defensed. 

¢ At Seattle on Oct. 13, 2013, McCourty scored his second career 
touchdown, scooping up a loose ball on an aborted field goal attempt and 
racing 77 yards for a touchdown. 

¢ In 2012, McCourty started all 16 games for the first time in his career 
and led the squad with a career-high 17 passes defensed, while finishing 
tied for third on the club with 93 tackles.

The 6-foot-5-inch, 224-pounder was 
twice named a permanent team captain by his LSU teammates for the 2012 
and 2013 campaigns.

PRO: Derrick Morgan enjoyed a productive 2013 season and continued to 
show the promise that made him the Titans’ 2010 first-round draft choice. 
He played in 15 games at defensive end and ranked second on the team 
with six sacks and eight quarterback pressures. In 2012, he started all 
16 games and led the team with 6.5 sacks and 19 quarterback pressures. 
In 2011, the Georgia Tech product appeared in 15 games in his second 
season and led the team with 20 quarterback pressures after returning to 
the field following a rookie campaign that was cut short by a season-ending 
knee injury in the team’s fourth game.

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PRO: The Titans signed Shaun Phillips as an unrestricted free agent to 
provide veteran leadership to the linebacker corps. The 6-foot-3-inch, 
255-pounder has versatility having played both defensive end and outside 
linebacker during his career. The 11-year veteran is a dynamic pass rusher 
that has amassed 79.5 career sacks, the majority of which have come from 
the outside linebacker spot.

PRO: Michael Preston originally joined the Titans as an undrafted free 
agent prior to the 2011 season. The 6-foot-5-inch, 213-pounder made an 
early impression on the coaching staff at training camp and spent the entire 
2011 campaign on the team’s practice squad. He was elevated from the 
practice squad to the 53-man roster for the final four games of 2012. The 
Heidelberg product appeared in seven games in 2013 and collected five 
receptions, including his first two career touchdowns. Preston has unique 
combination of size and speed and uses his height to make plays on the 
ball in traffic. 


TITANS TIDBITS: 

¢ Preston was literally a late bloomer. The 6-foot-5-inch, 213-pound 
wideout measured at just 5-foot-4 as freshman at Euclid High School. 
Preston’s coach at Euclid, Mike Rezzolla, calls it “the most incredible 
physical transformation of a player I’ve ever seen.” As a high schooler, 
Preston figured he would eventually grow as his dad is 6-foot-3, his mom is 
5-foot-11 and his brother is 6-foot-5.

PRO: Michael Roos has become one of the NFL’s top tackles. Roos’ 
size (6-7, 313 pounds), athleticism and intelligence have made him one 
of the premier left tackles in the league. He also has been among the 
most durable of all current linemen, registering starts in all but one game 
in his first nine seasons—15 games at right tackle and 128 contests at left 
tackle. The only game he missed from 2005 through 2013 was as a result 
of an appendectomy in 2012. During that time period, his efforts helped 
the Titans allow the third-lowest number of sacks in the NFL (244) behind 
only the Indianapolis Colts and New Orleans Saints. Titans running backs 
accumulated eight individual 1,000-yard rushing seasons in Roos’ first nine 
seasons. Roos has appeared in the Pro Bowl and has been named first- 
team Associated Press All-Pro (2008). 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ During the 2012 season, Roos’ streak of 119 consecutive starts was 
snapped after he had an emergency appendectomy. At the time, Roos’ 
streak ranked second in the NFL among all offensive tackles, trailing only 
Detroit’s Jeff Backus. 

¢ Roos was the only member of the 2005 NFL Draft class to start all 112 
regular season games from 2005 through 2011. No other member of the 
class even started every game from 2005 through 2010. 

« In 2009, was a member of an offensive line that blocked for the NFL’s 
second-best rushing attack (162.0 yards per game) and opened holes for 
Chris Johnson who became just the sixth player in NFL history to rush for 
2,000 yards. Also, part of an offensive front that allowed just 16 sacks, the 
second fewest in the NFL. 

¢ In 2008, the Eastern Washington product was selected to his first career 
Pro Bowl and was named first-team Associated Press All-Pro after helping 
the offensive line allow an NFL-low 12 sacks. 

¢ Roos began playing football as a high school senior and did not play on 
the offensive line until his sophomore year in college. He gained notoriety 
among NFL scouts with his impressive showing at the 2005 Senior Bowl, 
dominating Division I-A players at both left and right tackle spots. At the 
NFL Combine, he ran the 40-yard dash in 5.3 seconds, bench pressed 225 
pounds 19 times and displayed a 29-inch vertical leap. 


TITANS TIDBITS: 

¢ Roos is good friends with members of the comedy troupe Broken Lizard, 
whose films include Super Troopers and Beerfest. Roos appeared in 
Broken Lizard’s 2012 movie Babymakers as a security guard. 

¢ Roos is a travel enthusiast and has spent time during each of the last 
several offseasons in Europe. He takes an annual golfing trip to Ireland 
for St. Patrick’s Day. He spent a week touring Italy and another week 
in Adelboden, Switzerland, in 2011, and in 2012, Roos and his wife, 
Katherine, spent two weeks in Brussels, London and Amsterdam. Roos’ 
2013 travels took him to Scotland, and in 2014, he visited Croatia. 

e In 2010, Roos pledged $500,000 toward the Eastern Washington 
University’s “Red Turf’ project at Woodward Field in Cheney, Wash. The 
red artificial field was the first of its kind, not just in NCAA Division | football, 
but in the entire country. In the first year the turf was installed, Eastern 
Washington won the FCS Championship. 

¢ In June 2010, Roos launched his annual Michael Roos Foundation Fish 
and Chip event at the Coeur d’Alene Resort in Idaho. The three-day event 
features a night cruise and live auction, bass fishing tournament and golf 
tournament. The event has been attended by several teammates and 
other notable guests, including Ahmard Hall, Mike Otto, Jake Scott, David 
Stewart, Randy Moss, Vince Young, Mark Rypien, Dennis Erickson, Kenny 


Easley, Jake Locker, Matt Hasselbeck, Steve Hutchinson, Dick Butkus and 
members of the Broken Lizard comedy troupe. In 2012, Roos finished third 
in his tournament. 

« Roos became just the second Eastern Washington player in school 
history to have his jersey number permanently retired with a ceremony on 
Oct. 24, 2009. 

* Roos spent the first 10 years of his life in the former Soviet Republic of 
Estonia, where his family lived in poverty despite his mother, Mae Bates, 
teaching violin during the day and working nights at a hotel desk.

PRO: The Titans raised eyebrows when they traded up in the fifth round 
of the 2012 NFL Draft to select Taylor Thompson. The 6-foot-6, 259- 
pound Thompson spent four years at Southern Methodist University as a 
defensive end and was considered a draft-worthy prospect at that position. 
However, the Titans were persuaded during pre-draft workouts and with his 
background at tight end that Thompson’s NFL future would be on offense. 
Through his first two NFL seasons, Thompson played in every game as 
one of the club’s top special teams performers as well as a key offensive 
reserve. He pairs ideal size with impressive athleticism, displayed in pre- 
draft workouts in the form of a 4.56-second 40-yard dash, a 37-inch vertical 
jump and reliable hands. To acquire the pick they used to draft Thompson 
(145th overall), the Titans traded their own fifth-round pick (155th overall) 
and their seventh-round selection (227th overall) to the Miami Dolphins. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ Against Jacksonville on Nov. 10, 2013, he scored his first NFL touchdown 
on a nine-yard pass from Ryan Fitzpatrick. 

¢ As arookie in 2012, Thompson saw action in all 16 games with four starts 
at tight end and collected six receptions for 46 yards.

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PRO: The Titans targeted Delanie Walker early in the 2013 free agency 
period to bring physicality and versatility to the offense. The tight end 
spent the first seven years of his career with the San Francisco 49ers. His 
impact with the Titans was immediate, as he became the only tight end 
in franchise history other than Frank Wycheck to reach 60 receptions in 
a single season. The 6-foot, 248-pounder brings a unique element to the 
offense and poses match-up problems for defenses with his ability to line 
up in the backfield, on the line, in the slot and as a wideout. The Central 
Missouri State product utilizes his speed and athleticism not only on 
offense, but also on special teams, totaling 61 special teams tackles during 
his first eight seasons. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ In 2013, Walker's first season in Tennessee, he totaled 60 receptions for 
571 yards and six touchdowns, setting career highs in all three categories. 
Also, he became the only tight end in franchise history other than Titans 
Ring of Honor member Frank Wycheck (1997-2001) to reach 60 receptions 
in a single season. Walker’s six touchdown receptions tied for fourth place 
in franchise history among tight ends and were the most since Wycheck’s 
six in 1996. 

¢ In 2012, Walker played an integral role in the 49ers’ second consecutive 
playoff season, as he teamed with Vernon Davis to form one of the NFL’s 
top tight-end duos. He saw action in all 16 regular-season games with four 
starts and set a career high with 344 yards and three touchdowns (matched 
career high) on 21 receptions.

¢ Walker has teamed with Mother’s Against Drunk Driving (MADD) to help 
raise awareness about their campaign after losing his aunt and uncle in 
a horrific accident near New Orleans just hours after Super Bowl XLVII. 
The morning after San Francisco’s loss to Baltimore at the Superdome, 
an alleged drunk driver killed Alice and Bryan Young. A few hours earlier, 
Walker had hugged Alice and Bryan at the team’s postgame party. He 
wants to start a foundation to keep memories of them alive and also help 
support his eight cousins left behind. 

¢ Over the years, Walker has owned quite a selection of cars, ranging from 
classics to newer models. His collection has included a 1964 Chevy Impala, 
1972 Buick Skylark, 1989 Camaro IROC-Z28, 2008 Mercedes-Benz CL63 
AMG and 2010 F250 truck. Walker’s passion for cars can be traced back 
to his childhood, where he would spend countless hours refurbishing old 
autos with the help of his friend’s father, who was a mechanic. “Growing up 
we didn’t have much money, so we would buy cars from the junkyard and 
fix them up. We’d spend all day taking off parts and replacing them, just 
like new. The most important lesson | learned was ‘the way you take it off 
is the way you put it back on.”” Walker admits that cars these days have 
become more advanced and that he is only comfortable working on models 
that are pre-1990. After his playing days are over, he envisions owning a 
car restoration shop. 

¢ Having grown up in a tough neighborhood, Walker knows first-hand how 


difficult it is to overcome obstacles in order to achieve one’s goals. During 
his time in San Francisco, he visited delinquent youths across the Bay 
Area, making it a point to share his story and give positive reinforcement 
to those who can relate to him. “It’s very important that people know about 
what I’ve been through. You can grow up in the worst neighborhood and 
still make it to the NFL. That's why | want kids, especially in the Bay Area, 
to understand that you can overcome those situations, because | did.” 

¢ For a 248-pound tight end, Walker makes a lot of tacklers miss. His speed 
on the field can be linked to his success on the track as a high school 
senior. Despite lettering only one year, he won the Division III 100m (10.6) 
and long jump (21-5) titles, while also serving as a member of the winning 
4x100m relay team at the 2002 Miramonte League Meet. Delanie’s younger 
brother, Anthony, competed in the 400m and 4x400m at the collegiate 
level, and has his hopes set on making the Olympic team one day.

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PRO: With the 10th overall selection in the 2013 NFL Draft, the 
Titans selected former Alabama guard Chance Warmack. The 6-foot-2- 
inch, 323-pound lineman possesses an impressive list of attributes and 
accomplishments, beginning with his positive, workmanlike attitude and his 
commitment to the game. Regarded as a colorful character in the locker 
room, on the field he reveals a nasty and aggressive demeanor. The three- 
time national champion as a member of the Crimson Tide built a reputation 
as smart and instinctive and a rare blend of power and athleticism at the 
guard position. He started his final three seasons at Alabama at left guard, 
but he immediately became a 16-game starter at right guard as a rookie 
with the Titans. Warmack became the first offensive lineman selected by 
the Titans/Oilers in the first round since tackle Brad Hopkins (13th overall) 
in 1993 and the first guard selected by the club in the first round since Bruce 
Matthews (ninth overall) in 1983.

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PRO: Nate Washington was signed by the Titans in the 2009 offseason 
to bolster the wide receiving corps and provide a deep threat for the aerial 
attack. From 2009 through 2013, no Titans player had more total receptions 
(267), receiving yards (3,944) and receiving touchdowns (26) than him. 
The 6-foot-1, 183-pounder enjoyed his greatest statistical success in 2011, 
when he posted career highs with 74 receptions for 1,023 yards and seven 
touchdowns. He is one of his generation’s greatest success stories in the 
NFL. At the conclusion of 2013, the former undrafted free agent from Tiffin 
University ranked third among all active undrafted NFL players in career 
receiving yards, trailing only Wes Welker and Antonio Gates. He also has 
been remarkably durable, recording eight consecutive campaigns in which 
he played in all 16 games. At the conclusion of the 2013 campaign, his 
current streak of 128 consecutive games played ranked first in the NFL 
among wide receivers.

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PRO: A big, athletic cornerback with the ability to excel in press coverage, 
Blidi Wreh-Wilson (pronounced blee-dee ray WIL-son) was selected by the 
Titans from the University of Connecticut in the third round of the 2013 NFL 
Draft. As a rookie, played in 13 games on special teams and as a reserve 
cornerback. In his second campaign, he has an opportunity to compete 
for a starting role. The 6-foot-1-inch, 198-pounder offers an impressive 
combination of size, athleticism, intelligence and footwork.

PRO: The Titans used the 20th overall pick in the 2012 NFL Draft to select 
Baylor wide receiver Kendall Wright. Since then, Wright became the first 
player in franchise history to lead the team in receptions in each of his first 
two NFL seasons, and his 158 catches in that span were the most in team 
annals for a player's first two campaigns. The 5-foot-10-inch, 191-pounder 
made an immediate impact in 2012 by tying for the NFL lead among rookies 
with 64 receptions. In 2013, his 94 catches ranked fifth in franchise history 
for a single season, and his 1,079 receiving yards were the most by a 
Titans player since 2004 (Drew Bennett and Derrick Mason). Wright was 
used principally as a slot receiver in college, but he has grown to become 
a weapon that can be used all over the field. He is a primary weapon 
whose sudden burst and consistent, strong hands figure to make him a key 
component in the Titans’ offensive scheme for years to come. 


CAREER HIGHLIGHTS: 

¢ In 2013, Wright led the team with 94 catches and 1,079 receiving yards. 
He ranked fifth in the AFC and seventh in the NFL in receptions, and his 
reception total also ranked fifth in franchise history for a single season. 
Wright's 1,079 receiving yards were the most by a Titans player since 2004, 
when Drew Bennett (1,247) and Derrick Mason (1,168) each finished with 
more than 1,100. 

¢ As a rookie in 2012, Wright saw action in 15 games and tied for first 
among all NFL rookies with a team-best 64 receptions. He also tied for the 
team lead with four receiving touchdowns and ranked second on the squad 
with 626 receiving yards. 

¢ Wright concluded his Baylor career as the most decorated and 
accomplished receiver in school history. He set virtually every significant 
receiving record for the program, totaling 302 receptions for 4,004 yards 
and 30 touchdowns. He never missed a game in his four years with the 
Bears and recorded at least one reception in every contest. 

¢ As asenior in 2011, Wright set Baylor single-season records in receptions 
(108), receiving yards (1,663), receiving touchdowns (14), 100-yard games 
(nine), all-purpose yards (1,772) and consecutive games with a reception 
(tied own record with 13). He landed on numerous All-American lists and 
was a Biletnikoff Award semi-finalist. 


TITANS TIDBITS: 

¢ During the 2013 offseason, Wright went back to Baylor to train for his 
second NFL campaign. He worked out with Dallas Cowboys receiver 
Terrance Williams and lost close to 15 pounds. 

¢ As a freshman at Baylor, Wright played on the basketball team. He 
appeared in 13 games as a reserve guard and scored 10 points. 

¢ Wright was a three-sport star at Pittsburg (Texas) High School, where he 
earned All-State honors in football, basketball and track. He captured the 
state 3A titles in the long jump (24-0 3/4) and triple jump (48-5 1/4).

¢ At Houston (9/15), saw action as a reserve at wide receiver and led the 
team with seven receptions and 54 receiving yards with a touchdown. Tied 
the game at 7-7 with a six-yard touchdown reception on third-and-goal with 
5:10 left to play in the first quarter. Extended the Titans’ nine-play, 99-yard 
drive with a 14-yard grab on third-and-two in the fourth quarter. 

e Against San Diego (9/22), caught six passes for 71 yards. 

¢ Against N.Y. Jets (9/29), tied for the team lead with five receptions for 56 
yards. Snared a 25-yard reception on third-and-13 in the third quarter. 

e Against Kansas City (10/6), led the team with six receptions and 74 
receiving yards. Set up the Titans’ field goal in the third quarter with a one- 
handed 15-yard catch followed by a 24-yard reception down to the Chiefs’ 
12-yard line. 

¢ At Seattle (10/13), led the team with five receptions and 69 receiving 
yards. Set up the Titans’ first field goal of the day with a 32-yard catch 
in the first quarter. Extended the Titans’ final scoring drive with a 12-yard 
reception on third-and-five in the fourth quarter.

19 contests with 100 or more receiving yards. His 4,479 career all-purpose 
yards likewise set a Baylor record. Between his junior and senior seasons, 
he had a streak of seven games with at least one touchdown grab. 

¢ As asenior (2011), played in all 13 games with 12 starts as a slot receiver, 
totaling 108 receptions for 1,663 yards and 14 touchdowns. Earned first- 
team All-American honors from Athlon, CBSSports.com, Phil Steele 
and Pro Football Weekly, and named second-team All-American by AP, 
SI.com, Yahoo!/Rivals.com and FoxSportsNet.com. The Biletnikoff Award 
semi-finalist was named first-team All-Big 12 by league’s coaches, AP, 
Dallas Morning News, ESPN.com, CBSSports.com, Yahoo!/Rivals.com, 
Fort Worth Star-Telegram, Kansas City Star, San Antonio Express-News, 
Waco Tribune-Herald and Phil Steele. Ranked third nationally and led the 
Big 12 in receiving yards, while placing seventh nationally and second in 
the conference with 8.3 receptions-per-game. Set school single-season 
records in receptions (108), receiving yards (1,663), receiving touchdowns 


(14), 100-yard games (nine), all-purpose yards (1,772) and consecutive 
games with a reception (tied own record with 13). His two 200-yard games 
marked a new career record for the Bears. Rushed 10 times for 72 yards, 
had five punt returns for 37 yards, and completed two-of-three passes for 
55 yards and one touchdown. 

¢ As a junior (2010), played in all 13 games with 11 starts at the inside 
receiver position. Led the Bears with 78 catches for 952 yards and seven 
touchdowns. Set a then-school record for receptions in season (broke his 
own record as a senior). Finished third in school single-season history in 
receiving yardage and tied for eighth in touchdowns. Also rushed eight 
times for 53 yards, had two punt returns for five yards, and completed 
two-of-two passes for 59 yards and one touchdown.

The Titans opened the 2013 regular season on a positive, handing the Pittsburgh Steelers a 
16-9 loss in front of 61,586 on the road at Heinz Field. Although Pittsburgh jumped to a 2-0 
lead three seconds into the game after Darius Reynaud kneeled for a safety on the opening 
kickoff, the Titans rattled off 16 unanswered points en route to their first opening day victory 
since 2010. Offensively, quarterback Jake Locker was efficient in his first career start against 
Pittsburgh, completing 11 of 20 passes for 125 yards. Chris Johnson ran for 70 clock-chewing 
yards on 25 carries and Jackie Battle bulled his way to a three-yard touchdown in the second 
quarter as Tennessee turned to its running game throughout the day. Kicker Rob Bironas 
additionally notched three field goals in the win, including a 44-yarder with 6:01 remaining in 
the fourth quarter. Tennessee’s revamped, new-look defense shined, limiting the Steelers to 
31 rushing yards and sacking Steelers quarterback Ben Roethlisberger five times. The home 
team managed just 194 total yards and lost a series of players to injury, including Pro Bowl 
center Maurkice Pouncey who left in the first quarter with a right knee injury.

Matt Schaub found DeAndre Hopkins in the end zone for a three-yard touchdown pass to 

lift the Texans past the Titans 30-24 in overtime. Trailing 24-16 with 4:59 left in regulation, 
Houston drove 87 yards in eight plays, tying the game with an Arian Foster touchdown run 

and two-point conversion. Offensively, Tennessee sputtered through the second half, going 
three-and-out on six of eight possessions while additionally giving up a safety after Chris 
Johnson was tackled in the end zone. The lone offensive bright spot came in the fourth quarter 
when the Titans put together an impressive nine-play, 99-yard drive, giving them a 17-16 lead. 
Jake Locker ultimately finished 17-of-30 with 148 yards and two touchdowns. Chris Johnson 
received the bulk of the Titans’ carries, rushing for 96 yards in 25 attempts. For the Texans, 
Matt Schaub completed 26 of 48 passes for 298 yards, three touchdowns, and a pair of inter- 
ceptions, one of which was returned by Alterraun Verner for a touchdown. Rookie DeAndre 
Hopkins led all receivers with 117 yards and the game-winning score while Ben Tate gained 93 
yards on nine carries to lead Houston’s rushing attack.

Despite a 17-point fourth quarter rally, the Titans could not overcome a season-high four 
turnovers as the team suffered its fifth loss of the season against the previously winless 
Jaguars.

347-264 in total yards and dominated the time of possession, they were unable to capitalize on 
Andrew Luck’s first quarter interception and turned the ball over three times in Indy territory.

After Justin Hunter’s 41-yard touchdown grab made it a one possession game heading into 
the fourth quarter, Denver rattled off 17 unanswered points, running away with a 51-28 victory 
on its home field. Tennessee’s offense struck early as Shonn Greene and Chris Johnson both 
scored on back-to-back first quarter possessions, giving the Titans an early 14-7 advantage. 
Tennessee led by as many as 11 points in the first half, but Matt Prater’s NFL record-breaking 
64-yard field goal pulled the Broncos to within one point as time expired in the second quarter. 
The Titans’ defense struggled after halftime, allowing Denver to score on each of its five 
possessions, including four touchdowns and a field goal.

Despite storming back from a 17-point fourth quarter deficit, the Titans’ rally fell short in 
overtime as Jay Feely connected on the game-winning 41-yard field goal to push Arizona past 
Tennessee, 37-34. Trailing 34-17 with 3:12 remaining, Michael Preston kickstarted the Titans’ 
comeback with his first touchdown of the game, a 10-yard strike from Ryan Fitzpatrick. After 
Rob Bironas’ 24-yard field goal made it a one possession game with 52 seconds remaining, 
Daimion Stafford successfully recovered an onside kick attempt, giving the Titans the ball 

at their own 46-yard line. Five plays later, Fitzpatrick sent the game to overtime after finding

George Blanda, who came out of retirement with the emergence of the 
American Football League in 1960, was the offensive catalyst for the 
explosive Oiler squads of the early 1960s. He played quarterback and 
handled the placekicking chores in Columbia blue for seven of his NFL- 
record 26 seasons in the league. Blanda was the team’s leading passer 
and scorer in each of those seven seasons and still owns franchise 
records for most extra points (299), most touchdown passes in a season 
(36) and most touchdown passes in a game (7). He is also third in points 
scored with 596. The 36 scoring tosses stood as an NFL record for an 
astounding 23 years. Blanda’s NFL career records included most games 





(340), most points (2,002) and most extra points (943). He also passed 
for 236 touchdowns. Blanda captained the Oilers to two consecutive AFL 
titles in 1960 and 1961, earning AFL Player of the Year honors in 1961. 
Blanda’s career was divided into three distinct parts, 10 years with the 
Chicago Bears, seven seasons with the Houston Oilers and nine years 
with the Oakland Raiders. In 1970, he became the oldest quarterback to 
play in a title game. He was just a month shy of his 49th birthday when he 
retired before the 1976 season. Blanda passed away at age 83 on Sept. 
27, 2010.

Considered one of the best safeties in football history, Ken Houston 
picked off 49 passes (898 yards), recovered 21 fumbles and scored 12 
touchdowns over his 14-season NFL career, earning Pro Bowl honors 12 
consecutive times (1968-69 AFL, 1970-79 NFL). Houston returned an NFL- 
record nine interceptions for a touchdown in his six seasons as an Oiler. 
Four of those scores came in 1971, tying an NFL record. He returned two 
in one game against San Diego in the 1971 season finale, which also ties 
an NFL mark. His other three touchdowns came on a punt return, a fumble 
return and a blocked field goal return. Houston also holds the Oilers record 
for most career interception return yards with 650. With a long, fluid stride, 
Houston had excellent speed and quickness. His 6-3, 197-pound frame 
made him an ideal pass defender. Yet his lean, muscular body helped him 
to become a punishing tackler. Originally a ninth-round draft choice out of 


Prairie View A&M, Houston earned a starter’s role by the third game of his 
rookie season. Two weeks later in a game against the New York Jets, he 
scored two touchdowns, one on a 71-yard blocked field goal attempt, and 
the other on a 43-yard interception return. After excelling for six years with 
the Oilers, Ken was traded to the Redskins for five veteran players in 1973. 
The Redskins once referred to Houston as “pro football's most underrated 
superstar,” but his capabilities were widely recognized. He won all-league 
acclaim with the Oilers in 1969 and 1971, and then was either All-Pro or 
All-NFC with the Redskins every year from 1973 to 1979. He was selected 
for either the AFL All-Star game or the AFC-NFC Pro Bowl 12 straight 
seasons from 1968 through 1979. He played in 183 consecutive games 
before suffering a broken arm against the New York Giants Nov. 25, 1979.

Earl Campbell, a 5-11, 232-pound ball-carrying dynamo from the University 
of Texas, joined the Houston Oilers as the first player taken in the 1978 
National Football League Draft. The first player to earn All-Southwest 
Conference honors four years, Campbell was a consensus All-America 
and the Heisman Trophy winner in 1977. Campbell took the NFL by storm 
from the outset. In 1978, he was named the NFL’s Most Valuable Player, 
All-Pro, and Rookie of the Year. He won the league rushing championship 
with a club-record 1,450 yards and was named to the AFC Pro Bowl 
squad. It was more of the same the next two years with NFL rushing titles, 
MVP honors, and consensus All-Pro acclaim each season. He followed his 
rookie campaign with 1,697 yards in 1979, but his finest year came in 1980 
when he rushed for 1,934 yards, which at the time was second only to 0. J. 
Simpson's 2,003 yards gained in 1973. That year, Campbell gained over 
200 yards in four games. In 1981, he won his fourth straight AFC rushing 
title with 1,376 yards. A sensational runner, Campbell was picked for the 
Pro Bowl five of his first six NFL seasons (1978-81, 1983). In his eight- 
year career, which finished in New Orleans, Campbell rushed 2,187 times

for 9,407 yards, and 74 touchdowns, retiring as the NFL’s seventh all-time 
leading rusher. He also gained 806 yards on 121 receptions to bring his 
career combined net yards total to 10,213. He set Oilers records for most 
career yards (8,574), most career attempts (1,979), most touchdown runs 
(73) and most consecutive games with a rushing touchdown (5). His most 
famous performance came in a Monday night game against Miami in his 
rookie season. That night, he rushed for 199 yards and four touchdowns 
to lead the Oilers to a spectacular 35-30 victory. In spite of the constant 
pounding he took from opposing defenders, Earl missed only six games 
out of 115 because of injuries. Midway into his seventh season, he was 
traded by the Oilers to the New Orleans Saints for a first-round draft pick. 
He played a season and a half with the Saints before retiring after the 1985 
campaign. Campbell is one of just four people officially designated a Texas 
Legend by the Texas State Legislature. The others are Davy Crockett, 
Sam Houston and Stephen F. Austin. Campbell was the only designee of 
the 20th century.

Charlie Joiner played 18 seasons in the NFL, including his first four with the 
Houston Oilers. One of the league’s most prolific receivers, he amassed 
750 career receptions for 12,146 yards and 65 touchdowns, ranking as 
the league’s leading receiver of all-time when he retired at the age of 39 
in 1986. His 18 seasons played were longer than any other wide receiver 
in history at the time of his retirement. The Oilers originally targeted Joiner 
for the defensive backfield when they picked the 5-11, 180-pounder from 
Grambling in the fourth round of the 1969 AFL-NFL Draft. Joiner played 
briefly on defense and the kickoff return team but soon became established 
as a premier pass catcher. Joiner caught 82 of his 750 career passes as 
an Oiler, totaling 1,480 yards and 12 touchdowns. He paced the squad 
with 681 yards and seven touchdown grabs in 1971. In his fourth season 
in 1972, Houston sent him to the Cincinnati Bengals in a four-player swap. 
Four years later in 1976, he was traded to San Diego. With the Chargers, 
Joiner blossomed into super-stardom. He and quarterback Dan Fouts 


formed a lethal pass-catch team that accounted for the preponderance of 
his 586 receptions as a Charger. During his 11 years in San Diego, Joiner 
caught 50 or more passes seven times and had 70 or more receptions 
three seasons. Injuries cut into his playing time at the beginning, but in a 
193-game span over his final 13 seasons, Joiner missed only one game. 
He was an All-NFL pick in 1980 and a Pro Bowl choice three times. In the 
1980 AFC title game, he led the Chargers with six receptions for 130 yards 
and two touchdowns. Blessed with excellent speed and tantalizing moves, 
Joiner averaged 16.2 yards per catch and accounted for 12,146 yards and 
65 touchdowns. When he was inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame 
in 1996, Joiner ranked fifth in receptions and sixth in receiving yardage on 
the NFL’s all-time list. Joiner was once described by San Francisco 49ers 
coaching great Bill Walsh as “the most intelligent, the smartest, the most 
calculating receiver the game has ever known.”

Defensive end Elvin Bethea, an eight-time Pro Bowl selection during his 
outstanding career with the Houston Oilers, was named to the five-man 
class of the 2003 Pro Football Hall of Fame that included running back 
Marcus Allen, guard Joe DeLamielleure, wide receiver James Lofton, and 
coach Hank Stram. A third-round draft pick in 1968 (77th player overall) 
Bethea played in 210 games over 16 seasons, never missing a game until 
breaking his arm on Nov. 13, 1977. He was considered a “steal” in a draft 
class that produced three future Hall of Fame players in Larry Csonka, Art 
Shell, and Ron Yary. When he retired, he held three team records relating 
to career service: most seasons (16), most career regular season games 
played (210), and most consecutive regular season games played (135). 
Having led the team in sacks in six seasons, Bethea’s unofficial 105-career 
sack total still ranks first in franchise history, including his team-best 17 
sacks in 1973. He recorded four sacks and a fumble recovery in his best 
single game performance against San Diego in 1976. He played in eight 
playoff games and posted 691 career tackles. Bethea also played in eight 


Pro Bowls (1970, 1972-1976, 1979, 1980) and earned All-Pro second- 
team honors in 1973, 1975, 1978, and 1979. More than just a pass rusher, 
Bethea was also effective against the run. Eventhough 1974 was the first 
year such statistics were compiled by the Oilers, his 691 career tackles, 
are still among the best in franchise history, even excluding the first six 
years of his career. “When people ask me who the best guy | ever played 
against was | always tell them Elvin Bethea and Lyle Alzado because both 
of them were complete ballplayers,” said Art Shell, Hall of Fame member 
of the Oakland Raiders. “Elvin was one of the quickest guys I’ve ever been 
around. We always had to double-team him. There were times when | was 
supposed to block him when he would get by me so quick. And then Gene 
Upshaw was supposed to pick him up and he also got by him so quick 
that we would get back to the huddle and Upshaw would say, ‘Did you see 
that?’ and I'd say, ‘Yeah, | saw that. He just beat the heck out of me too!’ 
Elvin was just a great player.”

Warren Moon, the fourth leading passer in NFL history, was inducted into 
the 2006 class of the Pro Football Hall of Fame. Moon played 10 years 
(1984-93) with the Oilers/Titans organization and holds the franchise 
records for passing yards (33,685) and touchdowns (196), while leading 
the Oilers to seven consecutive playoff appearances from 1987-93. During 
a 17-year NFL career, Moon played for the Houston Oilers, Minnesota 
Vikings, Seattle Seahawks and Kansas City Chiefs and amassed 49,325 
passing yards, 291 touchdowns and 102 wins. He earned nine Pro Bowl 
invitations (tied for the most by a quarterback with John Elway and Dan 
Marino), posted nine 3,000 yard seasons, 49 300-yard games and led his 
team to nine playoff appearances. His eight consecutive playoff berths 
matched a feat accomplished by Terry Bradshaw and Joe Montana. At the 
time of his retirement, he held the single-season passing yardage record 
for three different franchises: Oilers (4,367 in 1991), Vikings (4,364 in 
1994) and Seahawks (3,678 in 1997). Moon tallied many accomplishments 
during his Oiler career. His finest season came in 1990, throwing for 4,689 
yards (363 for 584) and 33 touchdowns in only 15 games. He earned AP 


NFL Offensive Player of the Year for his efforts and his third of nine Pro 
Bowl invitations. Against Kansas City in 1990, Moon threw for 527 yards, 
which ranks as the second highest single-game total in NFL history (Norm 
Van Brocklin, 554 yards in 1951). In 1991, he surpassed the previous 
season's yardage total with 4,690 yards and became just the third player 
(Marino, Fouts) in NFL history to produce consecutive 4,000 yard passing 
seasons. Moon joined the Oilers and the NFL in 1984, after six seasons 
in the Canadian Football League, where he led his team to five Grey 
Cups (League Champions). In the CFL, Moon threw for 21,228 yards and 
144 touchdowns. Moon was driven to play in the CFL after drawing little 
interest from the NFL as a starting quarterback following his senior season 
at the University of Washington. Moon became the first African-American 
quarterback to be inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame and his 
legacy as a minority quarterback cannot be underestimated. At the time 
of his arrival in the NFL only two black quarterbacks had been significant 
starters for their NFL teams (Shack Harris, Rams; Doug Williams, Tampa 
Bay).

Curley Culp was voted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 2013. A six- 
time Pro Bowl selection, Culp played in 179 games during his NFL career 
with the Kansas City Chiefs (1968-1974), Houston Oilers (1974-1980) and 
Detroit Lions (1980-81). He was considered the prototypical nose tackle 
and helped pioneer the 3-4 defense. Hailing from Arizona State, where he 
was an All-American in both football and wrestling, Culp was selected in the 
second round of the 1968 NFL Draft by the Denver Broncos, who intended 
to use him as an offensive guard. However, his brief stint in Denver ended 
when he was traded to the Chiefs, who inserted him permanently on the 
defensive side. In 1969, the Chiefs won Super Bowl IV, and Culp was an 
instrumental member of one of the league’s top defenses. He helped the 
Chiefs defeat the Oakland Raiders in the AFL Championship Game and 
the Minnesota Vikings in the Super Bowl. In 1974, during his seventh 
campaign in Kansas City, Culp was traded to the Oilers along with a 
first-round draft pick (used to select Robert Brazile) in exchange for John 
Matuszak. The move paid almost immediate dividends for the Oilers, who 
previously suffered through 1-13 records in both 1972 and 1973. In 1975, 
Culp’s first full season in Houston, he helped the Oilers to a record of 10-4, 


the first winning mark for the club in eight years. With Culp anchoring the 
defense, the Oilers finished with the AFC’s top-ranked run defense (third 
in the NFL). Individually, Culp produced arguably the finest season of his 
career, recording 11.5 sacks and earning NFL Defensive Player honors 
by the Newspaper Enterprise Association. Culp continued as a leader 
of the Oilers defense that culminated in back-to-back appearances in the 
AFC championship games in 1978 and 1979. He was named to one AFL 
All-Star Game and five Pro Bowls during his career. Culp also was picked 
as a first-team All-Pro in 1975 and a second-team selection in 1971, 1977, 
1978, and 1979. He was selected first- or second-team All-AFC five times. 
“Curley Culp was perhaps the strongest man | ever lined up against,” said 
Raiders Hall of Fame center Jim Otto. Culp used his strong wrestling 
background to create havoc for opposing guards and centers. He was the 
1968 NCAA heavyweight wrestling champion and was named to the U.S. 
Olympic wrestling team that year. Culp joined a 2013 Hall of Fame class 
that included offensive linemen Larry Allen and Jonathan Ogden, wide 
receiver Cris Carter, coach Bill Parcells, linebacker Dave Robinson and 
defensive lineman Warren Sapp.

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RETIRED JERSEY NUMBERS 


In the history of the Oilers/Titans franchise, only six players have had 
the distinction of having their jersey number retired — Jim Norton (No. 43), 
Elvin Bethea (No. 65), Earl Campbell (No. 34), Mike Munchak (No. 63), 
Bruce Matthews (No. 74), and Warren Moon (No. 1). 


Jim Norton played nine seasons for the Oil- 
ers (1960-68) as a safety and as a punter, es- 
tablishing team records at both positions. As 
a rookie from the University of Idaho, Norton 
was a member of the Oilers’ 1960 AFL Cham- 
pionship team. A four-time league all-star, he 
holds the club record for most interceptions in 
a career with 45. Also an accomplished punter, 
Norton was tops in club history with 519 career 
punts for a 42.3-yard career average and a long 
kick of 79 yards (11/22/64 vs. Kansas City). 





Elvin Bethea joined the Oilers in 1968 after an 
outstanding career at North Carolina A&T. He 
started at defensive end in the 1968 season 
Opener and didn’t miss a game until breaking 
his arm in November 1977. That streak of 135 
consecutive games played stands third in team 
history. An eight-time Pro Bowler (1970, 1972- 
76, 1978-80), Bethea ranks second for most 
seasons played (16, 1968-83), while his 210 
games played (1968-83) also stands second 
behind Bruce Matthews. Bethea led the team 
in sacks six times, including a career-best mark of 17 in 1973. The Oilers 
honored him with an “Elvin Bethea Appreciation Night” on Aug. 4, 1983. 
He became the sixth player in franchise history to be inducted into the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame on Aug. 3, 2003. 





Earl Campbell, the franchise’s second leading 
rusher and a member of the Pro Football Hall 
of Fame, was honored by having his number 
retired at ceremonies on Aug. 13, 1987. He set 
a single-season club record with a league-lead- 
ing 1,450 yards his rookie season. Campbell 
followed that performance with 1,697 yards in 
1979 and an astounding 1,934 yards in 1980. 
Both those totals led the NFL and the latter was 
second only to O.J. Simpson's 2,003 yards in 
1973. Campbell was selected to five Pro Bowls 
(1978-81, 1983) and retired as the NFL’s seventh all-time leading rush- 
er (9,407). He ranks second in franchise history in career rushing yards 
(8,574) and attempts (1,979), first in touchdown runs (73) and first in most 
consecutive games with a rushing touchdown (5). 














Mike Munchak joined the Oilers as a first-round 
draft pick in 1982 out of Penn State. He was 
the first offensive lineman selected in the draft 
and the eighth overall selection. Munchak won 
the starting left guard position as a rookie and 
went on to play in 12 campaigns (1982-93) and 
159 games (156 starts) for the Oilers. He is 
tied for third on the team’s all-time list for sea- 
sons played and ranks fifth in games played. 
Munchak became a fixture on an offensive line 
that helped the Oilers to seven consecutive 
playoff appearances (1987-93). One of the premier guards in the National 
Football League, Munchak was selected to NFL's “Team of the Decade” 
for the 1980s and was chosen in 1989 to Oilers’ 30th Anniversary “Dream 
Team.” He ranks second in club annals with nine Pro Bowl selections, seven 
as a starter. Munchak announced his retirement on July 21, 1994, and on 
the same day, K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr,. announced that jersey No. 63 would 
be retired on “Mike Munchak Appreciation Day” on Nov. 6, 1994. 


Bruce Matthews played in more games (296) 
than any non-kicker in NFL history. Longev- 
ity and durability were his hallmark. And that, 
coupled with his unparalleled play, in which he 
tied a league record with 14 Pro Bowl selec- 
tions (tied with Merlin Olsen) and earned All-Pro 
honors six times, made him one of the all-time 
greats. He rose to the challenges presented to 
him in playing every position on the offensive 
line during his NFL career (87 at center, 99 at 
left guard, 67 at right guard, 22 at right tackle, 
and 17 at left tackle). His number was retired during a halftime ceremony in 
Nashville on Dec. 8, 2002. 


Warren Moon, the fourth leading passer in NFL 
history, played 10 years (1984-93) with the or- 
ganization and holds the franchise records for 
passing yards (33,685) and touchdowns (196), 
while leading the Oilers to seven consecutive 
playoff appearances from 1987-93. Moon’s fin- 
est season came in 1990, throwing for 4,689 
yards (363-for-584) and 33 touchdowns in only 
15 games and becoming the third player in 
NEL history to produce consecutive 4,000-yard 
passing seasons. He earned AP NFL Offensive 
Player of the Year for his efforts and his third Pro Bowl berth. His jersey was 
retired in a halftime ceremony in Nashville on Oct. 1, 2006.

Three years later, the helmet color was changed to its familiar 
white with red and blue striping. The derrick was then switched to blue with a red outline. The helmets boasted a 
gray facemask. In 1981, the facemask was switched to red. In 1997, the Oilers added the Tennessee logo to the 
back of their helmet upon their relocation to Nashville. In 1999, the franchise unveiled a new logo as the team 
was renamed the Tennessee Titans.

Matthews 
extends the Oiler mark for consecutive selections (9) and ties G Mike 
Munchak for most overall selections (9). 

December 15 - Oilers play their final game in Houston with a 21-13 loss to 
the Cincinnati Bengals in the Astrodome. 

December 22 - RB Eddie George finishes the 1996 season with 1,368 
yards rushing en route to Rookie of the Year accolades. In addition, 
George’s ground totals were only 82 yards shy of RB Earl Campbell's 
rookie record of 1,450. On this day, George would also help the Oilers to a 
24-21 win over the Baltimore Ravens for a franchise-best 6-2 road record.

January 1 - The team promotes linebackers coach Gregg Williams to 
defensive coordinator. 
January 3 - After relieving Jerry Rhome of his duties, the Oilers make wide 
receivers coach Les Steckel the team’s offensive coordinator/quarterbacks 
coach. 


McNAIR AND GEORGE 


First round draft picks in consecutive years, QB Steve McNair 
(drafted in 1995) and RB Eddie George (drafted in 1996) became 
the centerpieces of a team that advanced to the playoffs in four 
of five years (1999, 2000, 2002, 2003). From 1997, McNair’s first 
season as a Starter, until Eddie George’s final season as a Titan 
in 2003, the two combined to pull the franchise to new heights, 
including the team’s first Super Bowl appearance (XXXIV). The duo 
started in the same backfield 107 times during their seven seasons 
together and posted a 67-40 record (.626 winning percentage) in 
those games, and 5-4 in postseason. The 2003 season would be 
memorable for both as McNair was named Co-MVP of the NFL, 
becoming only the franchise’s second player to garner the honor 
(Campbell in 1979) and George became the franchise’s all-time 
leading rusher, passing Earl Campbell and becoming only the 
17th running back to reach 10,000 career rushing yards. Each 
player personified toughness with legendary stories told of McNair 
returning from injuries to lead his team to victory and George never 
missing a start in his eight year franchise career - 128 games - 
which represented the most consecutive starts in NFL history for a 
running back to start a career. 
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February 24 - Oilers trade QB Chris Chandler to the Atlanta Falcons for 
two 1997 draft choices (4th and 6th). 

May 3 - City of Nashville holds ground-breaking ceremonies for the team’s 
downtown stadium. 

May 8 - After formulating an agreement earlier with Harris County 
(Houston), K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr. and Astrodome USA owner Drayton 
McLane, Jr. reach a settlement for the final year of Oilers’ lease at the 
Astrodome. Under appointed mediator Alice Oliver Parrott, the two sides 
clear the biggest step in the team’s ability to play games in Tennessee for 
the 1997 season. 

June 5 - Oilers reach agreement with Memphis Sports Authority, clearing 
the way for the team to play its games in the Liberty Bowl. 

June 12 - Oilers hold press conference in Nashville to formally announce 
the club’s intention to play the 1997 season in Tennessee, and introduce 
an inaugural patch and logo which merges the Oilers traditional “Oil derrick” 
with the Tennessee state flag. 

July 18 - Oilers players report to Tennessee State University for their 
first training camp in the state of Tennessee. Also, Oilers sign DE Kenny 
Holmes, 1997 first-round selection, to a four-year contract. 

July 19 - Oilers sign GM Floyd Reese to a four-year extension running 
through 2001 season. 

August 2 - Oilers play first preseason game of 1997 season at Liberty 
Bowl in Memphis, falling to the New Orleans Saints 21-12. 

August 9 - Oilers play their first ever game at Vanderbilt Stadium, an 18-12 
preseason loss to the Washington Redskins. 

August 15 - Oilers move into their temporary training facility in Bellevue. 
August 23 - Oilers promote Don MacLachlan to Executive Vice President 
of Marketing, Broadcasting, and Ticketing. 

August 27 - Oilers sign free agent SS Blaine Bishop. 

August 31 - Oilers open their inaugural season in the state of Tennessee 
with a 24-21 overtime win over the Oakland Raiders at Liberty Bowl. RB 
Eddie George ties Billy Cannon’s franchise record for rushing yards in 
a game with 216 yards on 35 carries. With the game-winning field goal 
in overtime, K Al Del Greco becomes the Oilers all-time points leader, 
surpassing George Blanda’s total of 596 points.

October 27 - In their first-ever trip to Arizona, the Oilers defeat the 
Cardinals 41-14. 

November 27 - Oilers defeat Dallas 27-14 on Thanksgiving Day in front of 
a national-television audience. It marked the first regular season game in 
Texas for the Oilers since their move to Tennessee. 

December 11 - G Bruce Matthews, RB Eddie George, and SS Blaine 
Bishop are selected to the Pro Bowl. Matthews extends the mark for 
consecutive selections (10) and surpasses G Mike Munchak for most 
overall selections (9). 

December 14 - Oilers fall to the Baltimore Ravens 21-19 in the final game 
at Baltimore’s Memorial Stadium. It marked the second time the Oilers 
closed the stadium, because on Dec. 18, 1983, the Oilers played at the 
Baltimore Colts in what would be their final game in Baltimore. 

December 21 - Oilers close their inaugural season in Tennessee with an 
8-8 record after a 16-6 win over Pittsburgh in Memphis. 





HOUSTON OILERS TO TENNESSEE TITANS 


After trying unsuccessfully for many years to construct a deal with 
the city of Houston for a new football or multi-use stadium, Oilers 
owner K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr. decided that moving his franchise to 
another city might be the only solution left to keep the team financially 
competitive. In the spring of 1995, research was completed and 
several cities were identified as desirable for relocation and at the 
top of the list was Nashville, Tenn. In the summer of 1995, Adams 
contacted Nashville’s mayor, Phil Bredesen, to see if the city would 
be interested in having the team relocate to the region. A 70-day 
exclusive negotiating period was agreed to and in November 
the two had signed a relocation agreement that would bring the 
Oilers to Nashville. In April of 1996, the NFL approved the team’s 
relocation and on May 7th, the voters of Davidson County approved 
a referendum on using public funding for the new downtown 
stadium. Dec. 15, 1996 would mark the Oilers final home game at 
the Astrodome in Houston — a 21-13 loss to Cincinnati in front of 
15,131 fans. In May of 1997, the team reached a settlement with the 
Astrodome that let them escape the final year of the contract and 
allowing the team to play the 1997 season in Tennessee. With the 
new stadium in Nashville still two years from completion, the team 
decided to play at Memphis’ Liberty Bowl until the stadium was 
complete. The Tennessee Oilers opened their inaugural season in 
the state of Tennessee with a 24-21 overtime win over the Oakland 
Raiders at the Liberty Bowl in front only 30,000 fans. The Oilers 
struggled with low attendance throughout the 1997 season and by 
March of 1998, the Oilers reached an agreement to play the 1998 
season at Vanderbilt Stadium in Nashville. Crowds at Vanderbilt 
Stadium were an improvement from the previous year, but the 
team could only muster a 3-5 home mark. During the 1998 season, 
Adams announced the Oilers name would be retired and the team 
would be renamed the Titans as they entered their new stadium 
for the 1999 season. In April of 1999, the team unveiled their new 
Titans uniforms and in August the team played its first game at 
the new Adelphia Coliseum (in 2002 Adelphia’s name is removed 
and in 2006 it is named LP Field). The 1999 season ends with the 
franchise's first Super Bowl berth in the team’s 40-year history. A 
total of 20 players endured the entire odyssey of playing in Houston 
in 1996, Memphis in 1997, Vanderbilt in 1998 and LP Field in 1999.

May 15 - Oilers finalize deal to acquire land in MetroCenter for a permanent 
practice facility to be finished in the summer of 1999. 

May 28 - Oilers reach agreement with Tennessee State University to hold 
the Oilers 1998 Training Camp on TSU’s campus. It marks the first time 
in club history that the Oilers have had consecutive training camps outside 
the state of Texas. 

July 29 - Owner K.S. “Bud” Adams, Jr., listens to the Tennesssee fans 
and announces that he will change the name of the team. An advisory 
council is later formed to research names and a “Guess the Name” contest 
is introduced to fans to gain additional feedback. 

Oct. 18 - Oilers win first home game in Nashville, a 44-14 victory over 
Cincinnati. 

Oct. 29 - Former Oiler and nine-time Pro Bowl Guard Mike Munchak is 
announced among 76 nominees for the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 

Sept. 12 - Oilers play first regular season home game in Nashville vs. San 
Diego Chargers. 

Nov. 4 —- First Oilers coach, Lou Rymkus, passes away at 78. 
Nov. 14 - Oilers owner K.S. “Bud” Adams, ; 

Jr., announces that the Oilers will become 
the “Tennessee Titans” beginning in 1999. | 
“We wanted a new nickname to reflect | 
strength, leadership and other heroic 
qualities,” Adams said. 

Dec. 22 - Oilers owner K.S. “Bud” Adams, }

1993 with a 30-17 win over Atlanta at Adelphia Coliseum. 

December 22 - G Bruce Matthews, RB Eddie George, DE Jevon Kearse 
and TE Frank Wycheck are named to the AFC team for the Pro Bowl. 
Matthews extends his franchise records for consecutive and overall 
selections (12), and Kearse becomes the first rookie defensive end 
selected to the Pro Bowl in AFC history and the first in the NFL since 1978.

HOME SWEET HOME 


The newly-named Tennessee Titans opened their new stadium, 
Adelphia Coliseum (later to be named LP Field) with the regular 
season opener on Sept. 12, 1999 against the Cincinnati Bengals. 
The back and forth game would end with the Titans hanging on for 
a 36-35 win. The win would start a historic streak of 12 consecutive 
wins to open the new stadium. The 12 consecutive wins were the 
most in the modern era for a new stadium (Texas Stadium, 9 wins in 
1971) and one short of the all-time record by the Buffalo Americans 
in 1920. The Titans first loss in their new home would come against 
the Baltimore Ravens on Nov. 12, 2000. The winning streak 
actually began in the spring of 1998, when a devastating tornado 
ripped through Nashville, but only gave a glancing blow to the under 
construction stadium and sparing it from destruction.

From 1960-1969, the Oilers were members of the American Football 
League, which did not have overtime in regular season games. The Na- 
tional Football League did not institute overtime in regular season games 
until 1974. 


In 2010, overtime rules were amended for the postseason to a modified 
sudden death format, guaranteeing at least one possession for each club if 
the receiving team fails to score a touchdown on its first overtime posses- 
sion. In 2012, the format was adopted for regular season games as well.

*December 23, 1962 - DALLAS 20, at Houston 17: Texans win the toss 
but elect to kick. Each team gets three cracks at winning the game in the 
first overtime before K Tommy Brooker’s championship-winning 25-yard 
field goal at 12:06 of the second OT. 


October 30, 1977 - at CINCINNATI 13, Houston 10: Bengals win the toss. 
QB Ken Anderson's 17-yard completion to WR Billy Brooks is the long play 
prior to K Chris Bahr’s winning 22-yard field goal at 5:51 of OT. 


September 23, 1979 - HOUSTON 30, at Cincinnati 27: Oilers win the 
toss. On opening series, Bengals force Cliff Parsley punt. Cincinnati drives 
to Oilers’ 14-yard line, but K Chris Bahr misses a 32-yard field goal attempt. 
Houston again has to punt on its ensuing series. The Oiler defense then 
forces a punt by the Bengals’ Pat McInally. Houston takes over on the Cin- 
cinnati 42. RB Earl Campbell’s 15-yard run is the long play prior to K Toni 
Fritsch’s winning 29-yard 

field goal at 14:28 of OT. 


October 28, 1979 - at HOUSTON 27, N.Y. Jets 24: Oilers win the toss. QB 
Dan Pastorini’s 22-yard completion to FB Rob Carpenter is the long play as 
Oilers drive 58 yards. K Toni Fritsch kicks the winning 35-yard field goal at 
5:10 of OT. 


November 23, 1980 - at N.Y. JETS 31, Houston 28: Jets win the toss. A 
personal foul on Houston’s Guido Merkens on the kickoff gives New York 
possession at the Jets’ 40-yard line. QB Richard Todd’s 17-yard screen 
pass to RB Bobby Harper is the long play prior to K Pat Leahy’s winning 
38-yard field goal at 3:58 of OT. 


September 4, 1983 - GREEN BAY 41, at Houston 38: Packers win the 
toss. RB Eddie Lee lIvery’s 12-yard run is the long play as Packers drive 59 
yards. K Jan Stenerud kicks the winning 42-yard field goal at 5:55 of OT. 


October 23, 1983 - KANSAS CITY 13, at Houston 10: Chiefs win the toss. 
QB Bill Kenney’s 20-yard completion to WR Stephone Paige is the long 
play as Chiefs drive 60 yards. K Nick Lowery kicks the winning 41-yard field 
goal at 7:41 of OT. 


October 30, 1983 - at CLEVELAND 25, Houston 19: Oilers win the toss. 
Browns’ defense forces a John James punt. Houston defense does the 
same to Cleveland as Jeff Gossett punts on ensuing series. Oiler QB Gif- 
ford Nielsen’s pass is intercepted by Cleveland S Mike Whitwell and re- 
turned 15 yards to the Houston 20-yard line. On the next play, RB Boyce 
Green scores a touchdown on a 20-yard run at 6:34 of OT. 


December 2, 1984 - at HOUSTON 23, Pittsburgh 20: Oilers win the toss. 
QB Warren Moon's 19-yard completion to WR Steve Bryant is the long play 
as Oilers drive 63 yards. K Joe Cooper kicks the winning 30-yard field goal 
at 5:53 of OT. 


September 28, 1986 - PITTSBURGH 22, at Houston 16: Oilers win the 
toss. Steelers’ defense forces a Lee Johnson punt that is returned 41 yards 


to the Oilers’ 15-yard line by Pittsburgh’s Rick Woods. Two plays later, RB 
Walter Abercrombie runs three yards for winning touchdown at 2:35 of OT. 


November 30, 1986 - at CLEVELAND 13, Houston 10: Oilers win the toss 
but elect to kickoff (18-25 MPH winds). Oilers’ defense forces a Jeff Gossett 
punt. QB Oliver Luck, replacing an injured Warren Moon, leads the Oilers to 
the Cleveland 31-yard line, but then is intercepted by CB Frank Minnifield 
at the Browns’ 21. Again Houston's defense puts the Browns in a punting 
situation. Once again, Minnifield picks off a Luck pass, returning it to the 
Oilers’ 37. FB Kevin Mack’s seven-yard run and QB Bernie Kosar’s seven- 
yard pass to WR Brian Brennan are the long plays prior to K Mark Moseley’s 
winning 29-yard field goal at 14:44 of OT. 


*January 3, 1988 - at HOUSTON 23, Seattle 20: Seahawks win the toss. 
Oilers’ defense forces a Ruben Rodriguez punt. QB Warren Moon's 15-yard 
pass to WR Drew Hill is the long play as the Oilers drive 61 yards. K Tony 
Zendejas kicks the winning 42-yard field goal at 8:05 of OT. 


September 4, 1988 - HOUSTON 17, at Indianapolis 14: Colts win the 
toss. On the opening series, QB Gary Hogeboom completes a screen pass 
to RB Eric Dickerson, but Oiler LB John Grimsley forces a fumble which is 
recovered by LB Robert Lyles on the Colts’ 42-yard line. QB Cody Carlson, 
subbing for injured Warren Moon, completes a 21-yard pass to WR Ernest 
Givins for the long play prior to K Tony Zendejas’ 35-yard field goal at 3:51 
of OT. 


September 24, 1989 - BUFFALO 47, at Houston 41: Oilers win the toss. 
Houston takes over on its own 19-yard line and advances to the Buffalo 20 
thanks to QB Warren Moon's 32-yard completion to FB Alonzo Highsmith, 
plus a 17-yard run by Moon and an 11-yarder by Highsmith. K Tony Zende- 
jas attempts a 37-yard field goal, but it is wide left. The Bills assume pos- 
session on their own 20 and move 80 yards in seven plays. A 21-yard QB 
Jim Kelly-to-TE Pete Metzelaars pass precedes the game-winning 28-yard 
TD catch by WR Andre Reed at 8:42 of OT. 


**December 31, 1989 - PITTSBURGH 26, at Houston 23: Steelers win the 
toss. Oilers’ defense forces a Harry Newsome punt as Houston takes over 
on its own 45-yard line. Oiler RB Lorenzo White fumbles on the first play as 
CB Rod Woodson recovers for the Steelers on the Houston 46. RB Merril 
Hoge’s 11-yard run helps Pittsburgh advance to the Oiler 33 before Gary 
Anderson kicks a 50-yard field goal (his 4th of the game) to win the game 
at 3:26 of OT. 


December 2, 1990 - at SEATTLE 13, Houston 10: Seahawks win the toss. 
Oilers’ defense forces a Rick Donnelly punt as Houston takes over on its 
own 23-yard line. Oiler WR Bernard Ford fumbles on the first play as LB 
David Wyman recovers for the Seahawks on the Houston 27. Seattle FB 
John L. Williams rushes twice for a total of three yards before Norm John- 
son kicks a 42-yard field goal to win the game at 4:25 of OT. 


November 3, 1991 - at WASHINGTON 16, Houston 13: Redskins win the 
toss. Oilers’ defense forces a Kelly Goodburn punt as Houston takes over 
on its own 31-yard line. Oiler QB Warren Moon is intercepted on the second 
play by CB Darrell Green with Washington taking over on Houston's 33. 
RB Earnest Byner carries three times for a total of nine yards before Chip 
Lohmiller kicks a 41-yard field goal to win the game at 4:01 of OT. 


November 10, 1991 - at HOUSTON 26, Dallas 23: Oilers win the toss. 
Cowboys’ defense forces a Greg Montgomery punt as Dallas takes over 
on its own 24-yard line. The Cowboys move to the Oiler 24-yard line where 
they have a first down following a Houston holding penalty. Dallas RB Em- 
mitt Smith gains seven yards but fumbles after a hit by LB Lamar Lathon, 
with Oiler S Bo Orlando recovering at the Houston 15. The Oilers then em- 
bark on an 11-play, 80-yard drive in which QB Warren Moon completes all 
seven of his passes for 70 yards. On second down, K Al Del Greco kicks a 
23-yard field goal at 14:31 of OT. 


September 20, 1992 - at HOUSTON 23, Kansas City 20: Chiefs win the 
toss. On the third play of OT, Kansas City WR J.J. Birden fumbles after a hit 
by Houston CB Cris Dishman with DT Doug Smith recovering the ball at the 
Chief's 23-yard line. Oiler RB Lorenzo White runs once for two yards before 
K Al Del Greco boots the game-winning 39-yard field goal at 1:55 of OT. 
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*January 3, 1993 - at BUFFALO 41, Houston 38: Oilers win the toss. 
On third-and-three from Houston's 27-yard line, QB Warren Moon is inter- 
cepted by Buffalo CB Nate Odomes, who returns the ball to the Oiler 35. 
On the return, Houston WR Haywood Jeffires is penalized for a face mask 
infraction, which moves the ball to the Oilers’ 20. After a pair of Kenneth 
Davis runs net six yards, K Steve Christie kicks a 32-yard field goal to win 
the game at 3:06 of OT. 


November 6, 1994 - PITTSBURGH 12, at Houston 9: Steelers win the 
toss. Both teams exchange five punts before the Oilers gain possession 
on their 12-yard line with 4:30 left in the extra period. On the first play from 
scrimmage, RB Gary Brown scoots up the middle for 8 yards before being 
hit by CB Rod Woodson. He fumbles and the Steelers take over at the Oil- 
ers 22-yard line. Two plays later, K Gary Anderson hits from 40 yards out for 
the winning score at 3:36 of OT. 


October 8, 1995 - at MINNESOTA 23, Houston 17: Vikings win the toss. 
The Vikings move the ball to their 38-yard line but are forced to punt. Minne- 
sota P Mike Saxon then pins the Oilers in at their 8-yard line with a 54-yard 
boot. On his third carry of overtime, RB Rodney Thomas scampers 27 yards 
to give the Oilers a first down at their 35. QB Will Furrer, who replaced Chris 
Chandler after he injured his shoulder while being sacked on the Oilers’ last 
offensive series in the fourth quarter, is intercepted on his second pass at- 
tempt by CB Dewayne Washington (25-yard return). RB Robert Smith takes 
his third consecutive carry of OT 20 yards for the winning score with 7:10 
gone in the extra stanza. 


October 6, 1996 - HOUSTON 30, at Cincinnati 27: Bengals win the toss. 
The Bengals go three-and-out and are forced to punt, giving the Oilers the 
ball inside their own 20-yard line. On second down at the Oilers’ 16-yard 
line, QB Chris Chandler connects with WR Willie Davis on a 37-yard pass 
to move into Cincinnati territory. Six plays later, K Al Del Greco hits from 49 
yards out for the winning score at 4:22 of OT. 


August 31, 1997 - at TENNESSEE 24, Oakland 21: Oilers win the toss. 
Oilers go three-and-out and are forced to punt, giving the Raiders the ball 
at their own 33-yard line. The Raiders also go three-and-out and punt the 
ball to the Oilers. Tennessee takes over the ball at its own 35-yard line. 
On second-and-eight, QB Steve McNair connects with Frank Wycheck for 
21 yards to the Raiders 42-yard line. Again on second down, McNair finds 
Wycheck, this time for 10 yards to the Raiders 32-yard line. On the next 
play, McNair scrambles for an 11-yard gain. RB Eddie George gains six 
yards before Al Del Greco hits the game-winner from 33 yards away with 
8:03 left on the clock in overtime. The win is the Oilers first since relocating 
to Tennessee from Houston. 


September 7, 1997 - at MIAMI 16, Tennessee 13: Dolphins win the toss. 
The Oilers kick to Dolphin return man Irving Spikes, who returns the kickoff 
48 yards to the Oilers 45-yard line. On second down, Dan Marino hits 
RB Bernie Parmalee for a 16-yard gain. Again on second down, Marino 
connects with Fred Barnett for a 9-yard gain. On the play, Oiler DB Tomur 
Barnes was flagged for an unnecessary roughness penalty which moved 
the ball to the Oilers 11-yard line. On the next play, Olindo Mare knocks 
home a 29-yard field goal with 12:45 remaining in overtime. 


September 10, 2000 - at TENNESSEE 17, Kansas City 14: Titans win the 
toss. The Chiefs kick to Derrick Mason, who returns the kick 28 yards to 
the Tennessee 29-yard line. A face mask penalty moves the ball to the 34- 
yard line. On third-and-eight, QB Neil O'Donnell passes to Kevin Dyson for 
27 yards. A 26-yard pass to Frank Wycheck on the next play is negated by 
a holding penalty. Eddie George then rushes 29 yards to the Kansas City 
18-yard line. On the next play, Al Del Greco kicks a 36-yard field goal with 
12:02 remaining in overtime. 


October 14, 2001 - at TENNESSEE 31, Tampa Bay 28: Buccaneers 
win the toss. Tennessee's defense forces a punt. Tampa Bay kicks to Joe 
Walker, who returns the kick eight yards to Tampa Bay’s 46. Steve McNair 
passes to Drew Bennett for 14 yards. Eddie George rushes for one yard. 
McNair pass is incomplete to Kevin Dyson. George rushes up middle for 
minus one yard. Joe Nedney kicks a 49-yard field goal with 13:08 remain- 
ing in overtime. 


September 22, 2002 - CLEVELAND 31, at Tennessee 28: Browns win 
the toss. Joe Nedney kicks ball into end zone for touchback. Jamel White 
rushes for six yards to Cleveland 26. Tim Couch passes to Jamel White 
for -1 yard to Cleveland 25. Couch passes for 10 yards to Quincy Mor- 
gan to Cleveland 35. White rushes off-tackle for 12 yards to Cleveland 47. 
Couch passes to Andre Davis for 31 yards to Tennessee 22. White rushes 
off tackle for five yards, then off left guard for two yards to Tennessee 15. 
Phil Dawson kicks a 33-yard field goal with 10:51 remaining in overtime. 


December 1, 2002 - TENNESSEE 32, at N.Y. Giants 29: Giants win toss. 
Joe Nedney kicks off to Delvin Joyce, who returns the kickoff 38 yards to 
the New York 40. Kerry Collins passes to Ron Dixon for 14 yards to Ten- 
nessee 46. Tiki Barber rushes around the left side for two yards to Tennes- 
see 44. Collins passes for 12 yards to Tennessee 32, but offensive pass 
interference is called on Amani Toomer, placing ball at New York 46. Collins 
passes incomplete to Barber. Collins sacked by Carlos Hall at New York 
46. Matt Allen punts 34 yards to Tennessee 20. Steve McNair passes for 
12 yards to Drew Bennett to Tennessee 32. McNair passes incomplete to 
Derrick Mason. McNair passes 23 yards to John Simon to New York 45. 
McNair passes 12 yards to Mason to New York 33. Robert Holcombe runs 
off right guard for 14 yards to New York 19. Holcombe rushes off left guard 
for minus 1 yard. Joe Nedney kicks 38-yard field goal with 10:00 remaining 
in overtime. 


**January 11, 2003 - at TENNESSEE 34, Pittsburgh 31: Titans win the 
toss. Jeff Reed kicks off to John Simon, who returns kickoff 21 yards to Ten- 
nessee 31. Steve McNair passes incomplete to Robert Holcombe. McNair 
passes for 31 yards to Justin McCareins to Pittsburgh 38. McNair passes 
for 22 yards to Justin McCareins to Pittsburgh 16. Holcombe rushes up the 
middle for three yards to Pittsburgh 13. Joe Nedney connects on 31-yard 
field goal, but Pittsburgh calls timeout just before ball is snapped, so play 
does not count. Nedney then misses 31-yard field goal wide-right, but De- 
wayne Washington is flagged for roughing the kicker. Nedney makes good 
on 26-yard field goal with 12:49 remaining in overtime. 


November 14, 2004 - CHICAGO 19, at Tennessee 17: Bears win the toss 
and control the ball at their own 26-yard line. They advance to the Chicago 
48 before punting to the Tennessee 9. Billy Volek, who started at quarter- 
back for an injured Steve McNair (sternum), throws an incomplete pass 
and then is sacked for a four-yard loss. On third down, Volek is sacked 
in the end zone by Adewale Ogunleye and fumbles. The ball is recovered 
in the end zone by Titans right tackle Fred Miller, who is tackled in the end 
zone for a safety. It is the first overtime game to end in a safety since Nov. 
5, 1989, when Minnesota beat the L.A. Rams, 23-21. 


December 10, 2006 - TENNESSEE 26, at Houston 20: Titans win the toss. 
Kris Brown kicks off to Pacman Jones, who returns it 36 yards to Tennes- 
see’s 43. Travis Henry rushes for one yard to Tennessee 44. Vince Young 
passes incomplete to Drew Bennett, but Houston is penalized for defensive 
holding, giving Titans a first down at the Tennessee 49. Chris Brown rushes 
up the middle for 16 yards to Houston's 35-yard line. Chris Brown is stopped 
for no gain, but Tennessee is penalized for offensive holding, moving ball 
to Houston’s 45. Chris Brown rushes for five yards to Houston’s 40. Vince 
Young passes to Ahmard Hall for one yard to Houston’s 39. On 3rd-and-14, 
Vince Young drops back, then scrambles up the middle 39 yards for the 
game-winning touchdown with 11:24 remaining in overtime. 


December 9, 2007 - SAN DIEGO 23, at Tennessee 17: Chargers win the 
toss. Rob Bironas kicks off into end zone for touchback. Chargers drive to 
their own 47-yard line. M. Scifres punts 51 yards to Tennessee 2. LenDale 
White carries for 3 and 5 yards, but an incompletion on third down forces 
a punt. Craig Hentrich punts 57 yards to San Diego 38. After consecutive 
Tomlinson carries, Rivers passes for 11 yards to Antonio Gates to Tennes- 
see 31. Tomlinson runs three yards to Tennessee 28. Rivers passes for 
12 yards to Vincent Jackson to Tennessee 16. Tomlinson runs for game- 
winning 16-yard touchdown with 7:35 remaining in overtime. 


November 2, 2008 - at TENNESSEE 19, Green Bay 16: Tennessee wins 
the toss. Mason Crosby kicks off to Chris Carr, who returns the kickoff 23 
yards to the Tennessee 22. On third-and-six from the Tennessee 26, Kerry 
Collins passes to Chris Johnson for 16 yards. Johnson then gains 14 yards 
onacarry. On third-and-four from the Green Bay 38, LenDale White rushes 
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for seven yards. After consecutive rushes by Johnson of five and three 
yards to the Green Bay 23, Rob Bironas kicks a game-winning 41-yard field 
goal on third down. 


September 9, 2009 - at PITTSBURGH 13, Tennessee 10: Pittsburgh wins 
the toss. Rob Bironas kicks off to Stefan Logan, who returns the kick to the 
24-yard line. The Steelers pick up first downs on an 11-yard reception by 
Hines Ward and a two-yard run by Mewelde Moore. On third-and-one at 
the Tennessee 48-yard line, quarterback Ben Roethlisberger completes an 
11-yard pass to Santonio Holmes. From the Tennessee 37, Roethlisberger 
finds Mike Wallace for a 22-yard reception. Jeff Reed makes a 33-yard field 
goal to win the game with 10:28 on the clock. 


December 20, 2009 - at TENNESSEE 27, Miami 24: Miami wins the toss. 
After a 23-yard kickoff return by Ted Ginn, quarterback Chad Henne finds 
fullback Lousaka Polite for a four-yard completion. A pass attempt on sec- 
ond down falls incomplete. On third-and-six from the Miami 27, Henne’s 
pass intended for Davone Bess is intercepted by Titans safety Michael Grif- 
fin at the Miami 45. A three-yard return is followed by a 15-yard unnec- 
essary roughness penalty on Miami receiver Greg Camarillo. After three 
running plays by the Titans netting minus-one yard, Rob Bironas kicks a 
46-yard field goal to win the game. 


November 21, 2010 - WASHINGTON 19, at Tennessee 16: Tennessee 
wins the toss. Graham Gano kicks off to Marc Mariani, who returns the 
ball 30 yards to the 33-yard line. After a 15-yard run by Chris Johnson, 
Johnson is stopped for no gain, and Rusty Smith throws two incomplete 
passes. Brett Kern punts to Brandon Banks, who calls for fair catch at the 
13-yard line. Donovan McNabb completes a 26-yard pass to Chris Cooley. 
On second-and-22 from the 27, McNabb is intercepted by Alterraun Verner. 
However, the pass is ruled incomplete after a replay review, and an unnec- 
essary roughness penalty on Tennessee’s Jason Babin is enforced, provid- 
ing a first down at the 42. A roughing the passer penalty is called on Will 
Witherspoon. McNabb completes a 10-yard pass to Santana Moss. On 
second-and-nine from the Tennessee 30, Verner is called for illegal contact. 
Four plays later, Gano wins the game on a 43-yard field goal with 8:17 
remaining in overtime. 


September 23, 2012 - at TENNESSEE 44, Detroit 41: Tennessee wins 
the coin toss in the franchise’s first overtime under the modified overtime 
format. From the 20-yard line, Jake Locker completes a 24-yard pass to 
tight end Craig Stevens. On third-and-16 from the Tennessee 38-yard line, 
a defensive holding penalty gives the Titans another first down. Another 
24-yard reception by Stevens was reversed upon replay review, but an un- 


necessary roughness penalty against Detroit on the same play put the ball 
at Detroit's 29-yard line. After receptions of 13 and seven yards by Damian 
Williams, Rob Bironas makes a 26-yard field goal. On Detroit's ensuing 
possession, Shaun Hill completes passes of 17 yards to tight end Brandon 
Pettigrew and 26 yards to receiver Calvin Johnson. A nine-yard run by 
Joique Bell resulted in a first down at the Tennessee 16-yard line. But on 
fourth-and-one from the seven-yard line, Hill was stuffed for a one-yard loss 
on a quarterback sneak. 


October 28, 2012 - INDIANAPOLIS 19, at Tennessee 13: Indianapolis 
wins the toss. After a touchback on Rob Bironas'’ kickoff, Colts running back 
Donald Brown takes a handoff on six consecutive plays (first carry nullified 
by a Titans penalty), gaining 35 total yards. Andrew Luck then completes 
a 20-yard pass to wide receiver Reggie Wayne. Finally, on second-and-10 
from the Tennessee 16-yard line, Luck completes a short pass to running 
back Vick Ballard, who dives to the front left pylon for a touchdown. A replay 
review upholds the ruling on the field. 


September 15, 2013 - at HOUSTON 30, Tennessee 24: Houston wins the 
toss. Keshawn Martin returns Rob Bironas’ kickoff to the Houston 22-yard- 
line, followed by an 18-yard completion from Matt Schaub to tight end Gar- 
rett Graham. Arian Foster rushes for five yards and 16 yards on consecu- 
tive carries, and Ben Tate carries for 13 yards on the following play. Three 
plays later, Schaub finds rookie receiver DeAndre Hopkins for a 26-yard 
pass, setting up first-and-goal on the one-yard line. On third down, Schaub 
and Hopkins connect again, this time for the game-winning, three-yard 
touchdown pass. A replay review upholds the touchdown call. 


December 15, 2013 - ARIZONA 37, at Tennessee 34: After the Titans 
score 17 points in the final four minutes of regulation to force overtime, 
they win the coin toss to begin overtime. On the second play from scrim- 
mage in the extra period, Ryan Fitzpatrick completes a 33-yard pass to 
receiver Nate Washington. However, on the next play, Fitzpatrick’s pass is 
intercepted by cornerback Antoine Cason at the Arizona 30-yard line. The 
Cardinals then drive 31 yards, including 22 total rushing yards by Rashard 
Mendenhall and a nine-yard pass from Carson Palmer to tight end Jim Dray. 
On third-and-12 from the 33-yard line, Jay Feely makes the game-winning, 
41-yard field goal.

One sensational play by rookie halfback Billy Cannon, the previous season's Heisman 
Trophy winner, was the difference, as the Houston Oilers defeated the Los Angeles 
Chargers 24-16 in the first AFL Championship game. The Chargers took the early 
lead on two field goals by Ben Agajanian, but QB George Blanda brought the Oilers 
back, throwing a 17-yard touchdown pass to Dave Smith and kicking an 18-yard field 
goal, which put Houston ahead 10-9 at halftime. The teams exchanged touchdowns 
in the third quarter, with Blanda throwing a seven-yard scoring pass to Bill Groman and 
Chargers halfback Paul Lowe pounding over from the 2. Protecting a one-point lead in 
the fourth quarter and facing a third-and-nine at the Houston 12, Blanda threw a short 
pass to Cannon, who broke a tackle and outran the Chargers’ secondary to complete 
an 88-yard scoring play. In the final minute of the game, the Chargers drove down the

In what was at the time the longest game in the history of professional football, the 
Dallas Texans dethroned the two-time defending AFL champion Houston Oilers when 
Tommy Brooker kicked a 25-yard field goal after 2:54 of the sixth quarter, or 17:54 of 
sudden-death overtime. The Texans led 17-0 after two quarters, but the Oilers, tied 
it up with 17 second-half points. The overtime started with a potentially damaging 
gaffe by Dallas captain Abner Haynes, who had already scored twice, but who won 
the toss and then elected to ‘kick to the clock’. What Haynes wanted was the strong 
wind behind his team, but, by saying kick first, it gave the Oilers the chance to decide 
which end to take, and they, needless to say, chose to have the wind behind them. As 
it turned out, it didn’t matter. After an interception near the end of the first overtime 
period, the Texans took over. Two big plays by fullback Jack Spikes put the ball at the 
Houston 19, and, on fourth-and-nine, Brooker ended the contest.

Big plays before and after halftime broke open a tight game, as the Raiders won their 
first AFL title with a 40-7 victory against Houston. The Raiders led 10-0 in the final min- 
utes of the half, the big play a 69-yard touchdown run by Hewritt Dixon. The Raiders 
lined up for a field goal attempt from the Houston 17, but instead quarterback Daryle 
Lamonica took the snap and threw to a wide open Dave Kocourek for a touchdown 
with 18 seconds remaining to build the lead to 17-0. The Oilers hoped for a big play to 
open the second half, and they got it, but it was in favor of the Raiders. Zeke Moore 
fumbled the kickoff and Oakland recovered deep in Houston territory, leading to La- 
monica’s one-yard quarterback sneak. In the next two quarters, George Blanda kicked 
three field goals, to give him 16 points for the day, and Lamonica threw a touchdown 
pass to Bill Miller.

The Oilers again 
lost the ball the first play after the kickoff, as Hoyle Granger fumbled and Carleton 
Oats recovered at the Houston 24. On first down, Lamonica hit Rod Sherman for a 
touchdown. Following the next kickoff, Houston again fumbled - this time by Beathard 
on the fourth play - and Tom Keating recovered. Again it took the Raiders one play to 
score, Lamonica finding Biletnikoff for the touchdown.

The two AFC wild card teams 
were locked in a 7-7 tie until midway through the fourth quarter. But Pastorini then 
completed all four of his passes in a 53-yard drive that set up Toni Fritsch’s 35-yard 
field goal for a 10-7 lead with 7:25 left. One play after the ensuing kickoff, Gregg 
Bingham intercepted a Bob Griese pass and the Oilers drove 50 yards in 10 plays (9 
on the ground) for Earl Campbell’s clinching touchdown from the one-yard line. Griese 
completed 11 of 28 passes. Campbell, the NFL's leading rusher during regular season 
with 1,450 yards, gained 84 yards on 26 carries.

Houston captured its second straight postseason road victory and advanced into its 
first AFC championship game with an impressive win over New England, the AFC 
East champion. Houston quarterback Dan Pastorini completed 10 of 13 passes for 
184 yards and three touchdowns as the Oilers jumped to a 21-0 halftime lead. After 
a scoreless first period, Pastorini hit wide receiver Ken Burrough on a 71-yard touch- 
down pass and connected with tight end Mike Barber on 19- and 13-yard touchdown 
strikes. New England narrowed the gap to 24-14 early in the final quarter on two scor- 
ing passes- a 24-yard option toss from running back Andy Johnson to wide receiver 
Harold Jackson and another 24-yard pass from backup quarterback Tom Owen to tight 
end Russ Francis. Linebacker Gregg Bingham’s 19-yard interception return to New 
England’s 18-yard line with 5:07 remaining stopped the Patriots’ rally and set up run- 
ning back Earl Campbell’s two-yard touchdown run three plays later.

Playing in their first championship game since 1962, the Oilers were unable to un- 
seat a strong Pittsburgh team, dropping a 34-5 contest at Three Rivers Stadium. The 
Steelers, striking through cold, steady rain for 31 first half points, won their third AFC 
championship in five years behind their usual solid defense and spectacular perfor- 
mances by Terry Bradshaw and Lynn Swann. Seventeen of the points, came during a 
48-second span in the last minute of the half as Pittsburgh capitalized on two fumbles 
by Ronnie Coleman and one by Johnnie Dirden. Despite the playing conditions that 
contributed to a postseason record 12 fumbles, Bradshaw completed 11 of 19 passes 
for 200 yards and touchdowns to John Stallworth and Swann, who caught four passes 
for 98 yards. Both touchdown passes and one of Roy Gerela’s two field goals made 
up the 17-point burst between 14:08 and 14:56 of the second quarter after Pittsburgh 
had built a 14-3 lead on scoring runs by Franco Harris and Rocky Bleier.

15-yard interception return set up Toni Fritsch’s second field goal- a 20-yarder with 
4:18 remaining to give Houston a 13-7 edge. The Oilers’ defense, which recorded six 
sacks overall, held the Broncos on the final two series with Curley Culp’s third-down 
sack and Vernon Perry’s fourth-down pass deflection the key plays.

The Steelers held the Oilers to only 24 rushing yards but were also aided by a contro- 
versial non-touchdown call to come away with a 27-13 win. Houston jumped to a 7-0 
lead just 2:30 into the game when Vernon Perry returned an interception 75 yards for a 
touchdown. Then after both teams exchanged field goals, Terry Bradshaw completed 
two touchdown passes, a 16-yarder to tight end Billy Cunningham and a 20-yard score 
to wide receiver John Stallworth. With the Steelers leading 17-10, the controversial 
play occurred during the last seconds of the third quarter. Quarterback Dan Pastorini 
threw a pass to Mike Renfro at the back of the end zone, and Renfro appeared to have 
caught it for a touchdown with both feet in bounds before he fell out of the end zone. 
However, the officials ruled the pass incomplete. Although the Oilers protested, and 
replays would later show that it was inconclusive, they had to settle for a 23-yard field 
goal.

He picked off Ken Stabler’s pass in the end zone to 
end a Houston scoring threat in the third period. In the fourth quarter Hayes’ 20-yard 
interception return capped the Raiders’ scoring.

Oilers kicker Tony Zendejas atoned for a fourth-quarter 29-yard field goal miss by 
converting a 42-yarder 8:05 into overtime to help Houston advance to the divisional 
playoffs for the first time since 1980. Quarterback Warren Moon completed 21 of 
32 passes for 273 yards and one touchdown in his initial NFL playoff game. Drew 
Hill and Ernest Givins combined for 13 catches for 173 yards, including six for 71 on 
third downs. Wide receiver Willie Drewrey’s first NFL touchdown catch, a 29-yarder, 
gave the Oilers a 20-13 lead in the third quarter. However, Seattle quarterback Dave 
Krieg hit wide receiver Steve Largent on a 12-yard scoring pass in the final 1:47 to tie 
the score and send the game into overtime. Houston held a 47:44 to 20:21 time-of- 
possession advantage over Seattle and outgained the Seahawks 437 yards to 250.

John Elway passed for two touchdowns and ran for a third as the Broncos defeated the 
Oilers 34-10 to become the first AFC West team since the San Diego Chargers of 1980 
and 1981 to play in consecutive AFC Championship Games. Denver capitalized on 
two Houston turnovers to take a 14-0 first quarter lead. Safety Steve Wilson recovered 
Warren Moon’s lateral to Mike Rozier at the Oilers’ 1-yard line to set up Gene Lang’s 
one-yard run. Karl Mecklenburg’s interception on Houston’s next possession led to 
Elway’s first touchdown pass, a 27-yarder to Clarence Kay. Kay also caught a one- 
yarder in the second quarter for the first two-touchdown game of his four-year career. 
Elway, who completed 14 of 25 passes for 259 yards, scored on a three-yard run with 
4:23 remaining to seal the win.

One of the most memorable finishes in NFL playoff history gave the Titans the fra- 
chise’s first playoff win since 1991, a 22-16 stunner over the visiting Buffalo Bills. After 
Steve Christie kicked a 41-yard field goal to give Buffalo a 16-15 lead with 16 seconds 
remaining, Kevin Dyson returned a Frank Wycheck lateral on the ensuing kickoff 75 
yards for a touchdown with three seconds left in the game. The play, quickly dubbed 
as the “Music City Miracle,” gave Tennessee a 22-16 lead that turned into a victory 
after Buffalo’s last-ditch hopes for a matching return touchdown were thwarted. Eddie 
George paced Tennessee’s offense with a 29-carry, 106-yard performance. The vic- 
tory, in front of a franchise-record crowd at Adelphia Coliseum, allowed the franchise 
to advance to the AFC Divisional Playoffs for the first time since 1993. The Titans took 
a 12-0 lead into intermission, but the Bills stormed back behind two touchdowns from 
Antowain Smith that gave Buffalo a 13-12 lead with 11:08 remaining. Al Del Greco’s 
36-yard field goal gave the Titans a 15-13 lead with 1:48 remaining, setting up the 
game’s final dramatic moments.

Eddie George ran for a franchise playoff-record 162 yards and a touchdown as the 
Tennessee Titans advanced to their first AFC Championship Game since 1979 with a 
19-16 victory over the Indianapolis Colts at the RCA Dome. George’s 68-yard touch- 
down run on the first drive of the third quarter gave the Titans the lead for good, and 
Tennessee's defense held rookie standout Edgerrin James to only 56 yards rushing on 
20 carries. Al Del Greco set franchise post-season records for field goals in a game 
and a career, kicking two of his four field goals in each half to give him 11 for his ca- 
reer. Indiana native Blaine Bishop led the inspired Tennessee defense with 11 tackles 
and two passes defensed, and the defensive unit as a whole held Peyton Manning 
in check, with the second-year signal caller completing only 19 of 43 passes for 227 
yards in the loss. The Colts pulled within three points with 1:51 remaining on Manning’s 
15-yard TD run, but Yancey Thigpen sealed Tennessee's victory by recovering Danny 
Kight’s ensuing onside kick.

The Titans advanced to the Super Bowl for the first time in franchise history by defeat- 
ing the Jacksonville Jaguars for the third time in the same season, 33-14, at Alltel 
Stadium. Steve McNair ran for 91 yards and two second-half touchdowns, combining 
with Eddie George for 177 yards rushing on the afternoon. The Titans’ defense turned 
in a dominant performance, forcing six Jacksonville turnovers, including two fumbles 
and two interceptions from Mark Brunell. Jacksonville led 14-7 on a 33-yard TD run 
by James Stewart. But the Titans then scored 26 unanswered points, including an 
Al Del Greco 34-yard field goal that cut the Jaguar lead to 14-10 at halftime. McNair 
scored on a 1-yard run with 9:24 remaining in the third quarter, and after Mark Brunell 
was dropped for a safety, Derrick Mason ran the ensuing free kick 80 yards for a 
touchdown. McNair scored his second touchdown of the game with seven minutes 
remaining, sealing the 33-14 outcome. The win gave the Titans their first AFC Champi- 
onship since the AFL-NFL merger, and advanced them to Super Bowl XXXIV against 
St. Louis.

The Titans’ magical season ended at the Georgia Dome, as receiver Kevin Dyson was 
stopped just short of the goal line on the game’s last play by Rams linebacker Mike 
Jones in a 23-16 St. Louis victory. The play ended an inspired two-minute drive led 
by Steve McNair, who broke Super Bowl records for rushing yards by a quarterback 
in both one game and one play for the Titans. The Rams held a 9-0 lead at halftime, 
extending their lead to 16-0 on a nine yard TD reception by Torry Holt with 7:20 left in 
the third quarter. The Titans charged back on two touchdown runs by Eddie George, 
and tied the score at 16 on a 43-yard Al Del Greco field goal with 2:12 remaining. On 
the first play of the ensuing drive, Isaac Bruce broke free and scored on a 73-yard 
touchdown pass from Kurt Warner, giving the Rams a seven-point advantage. McNair 
then led a 12-play, 87-yard drive that culminated in the completion to Dyson. McNair’s 
prolific day included 64 yards rushing. George, meanwhile, rushed for 95 yards to 
become the Titans’ career playoff rushing leader.

The Baltimore Ravens used big plays on defense and special teams to advance to 
the AFC Championship Game with a 24-10 victory over the Tennessee Titans at Adel- 
phia Coliseum. Anthony Mitchell returned a blocked Al Del Greco field goal attempt 
90 yards for a touchdown to break a 10-10 tie, and NFL Defensive Player of the Year 
Ray Lewis returned an interception 50 yards for a touchdown to seal Baltimore’s win 
with 6:41 remaining in the fourth quarter. The Titans took control of the game early, as 
Eddie George capped off an opening drive that spanned 11 plays and 58 yards with a 
two-yard touchdown run. Regardless of the final score, it was a dominant performance 
by the Tennessee defense, as they held the Ravens to six first downs, 134 total yards, 
and only five completions by Baltimore quarterback Trent Dilfer. Offensively, the Titans 
dominated Baltimore in first downs (23 to 6), rushing yards (126 to 49) and passing 
yards (191 to 85), but Baltimore’s big plays were ultimately too much to overcome. The 
loss ended the Titans’ reign as AFC Champions and their season at 13-4.

Joe Nedney got a chance for redemption and made a 26-yard field goal 2:15 into 
overtime that gave the Titans a bruising 34-31 playoff victory over the Pittsburgh Steel- 
ers. The kick was the result of a penalty on the previous play by cornerback Dewayne 
Washington. He drew a 5-yard flag for running into Nedney, giving the kicker another 
chance after he hooked a 31-yard attempt wide right. Titans quarterback Steve Mc- 
Nair passed for 338 yards and two touchdowns in the game, while tight end Frank 
Wycheck set a career high with 123 yards on 10 receptions. The Titans scored the 
game’s first 14 points on McNair and Eddie George runs before the Steelers respond- 
ed with 20 unanswered points. Wycheck and Erron Kinney each caught touchdown 
passes in the second half. Nedney’s game-winner gave the Titans their first victory in 
four playoff games against Pittsburgh and propelled them into the AFC Championship 
Game at Oakland.

The Raiders scored 14 unanswered points in the fourth quarter, closing out the Ti- 
tans 41-24 to advance to Super Bowl XXXVII against Tampa Bay. Steve McNair’s 
second rushing touchdown of the game pulled Tennessee within 27-24 at the end of 
the third quarter, but Rich Gannon scored on a 2-yard run and Zack Crockett added a 
7-yard scoring run, ending a drive that consumed 6:29 on the clock late in the contest. 
The game’s momentum changed before halftime when Oakland turned back-to-back 
fumbles by Tennessee into 10 points to close out the first half, taking a 24-17 lead 
at intermission. The Titans had scored 10 unanswered points to take their first lead 
of the game, 17-14, on McNair’s 9-yard rushing touchdown. But a fumble by Rob- 
ert Holcombe turned into a 1-yard touchdown pass from Gannon to Doug Jolley two 
plays later. Then John Simon fumbled the ensuing kickoff which Sebastian Janikowski 
turned into a 43-yard field goal as time expired at intermission.

NFL career scoring leader Gary Anderson kicked a 46-yard field goal with 29 seconds 
left after a courageous effort by a limping Steve McNair, giving the Titans a 20-17 
victory in the first-round AFC Wild Card playoff game. McNair, named the league’s co- 
MVP just 24 hours before kickoff, engineered an eight-play, 35-yard drive to set up the 
winning kick, and Eddie George finished with 88 yards on 25 carries, despite playing 
with a dislocated shoulder in the second half. In the process, Tennessee snapped a 
five-game losing streak against the Ravens. The Titans held 2003 NFL rushing cham- 
pion Jamal Lewis to a season-low 35 yards. The Titans got the better of Ravens line- 
backer Ray Lewis, the AP NFL Defensive Player of the Year. George ran repeatedly at 
him all game, dispelling any myth that Lewis owned the 1-on-1 battle. The Titans took a 
14-10 lead in the third quarter when McNair threw a 49-yard touchdown pass to Justin 
McCareins. Tennessee took a 7-0 lead in the first quarter on Chris Brown’s first career 
touchdown from six yards out. The Titans held Lewis to 12 yards rushing on seven 
carries in the first half and outgained Baltimore 108-15 in the first quarter.

NFL co-MVP Steve McNair almost single-handedly took Tennessee downfield in the 
final minutes. But the man playing with a cracked bone spur in his left ankle saw his 
final pass fall in and out of the hands of Drew Bennett with 1:45 remaining in a 17-14 
playoff loss to the eventual Super Bowl champion New England Patriots. The Titans 
(13-5) were trying to return to the AFC Championship for the third time in five seasons, 
and McNair nearly got them there. He tied the game with an 11-yard touchdown pass 
to Derrick Mason in the third quarter on a drive in which he was a perfect five of five 
for 59 yards. But the Titans came up just short on the final drive that included a pair 
of controversial calls against Tennessee. The game-time temperature at kickoff was 
four degrees with a wind-chill of minus 10. Winds were blowing at 10 mph. It marked 
the coldest game in both Patriots and Titans history. Rookie running back Chris Brown 
scored his second career touchdown — and second of the post-season — when he 
crossed the end zone from five yards out to tie the game at 7 in the first quarter.

A pair of Rob Bironas field goals and a defense that held San Diego to 94 first-half 
yards enabled the Titans to take a 6-0 halftime lead in their first playoff game in four 
years. But San Diego scored 17 unanswered points in the second half, exploding for 
256 yards, in a 17-6 victory at Qualcomm Stadium. Running back LaDainian Tomlin- 
son was held to 42 yards, but got to celebrate the first playoff victory in three tries in his 
brilliant career. The Titans bottled up Tomlinson, the two-time NFL rushing champion, 
and dared quarterback Philip Rivers to beat them. The second-year starter did just 
that, throwing a 25-yard touchdown pass to Vincent Jackson late in the third quarter 
that gave San Diego its first lead at 10-6. Tomlinson finally found the end zone midway 
through the fourth quarter on a fourth-down leap over the pile from inside the 1-yard 
line that survived a video replay. Tennessee’s defense dominated in the first half, 
holding San Diego to just 10 total yards and without a first down in the first quarter.

De- 
fensively, Tennessee held a Baltimore rushing attack averaging four yards-per-carry 
to 50 yards on 30 carries. Chris Johnson rushed for 72 yards in the first quarter before 
leaving the game with an injured ankle.
